An Act to enable the Districts of Cowichan and Comax to elect Members to the House 


of Assembly. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to have every district in the Colony, possessing a 
settled population, represented in the House of Assembly ; 


And whereas the districts of Shawnigan, Cowichan, Comiaken, Quamichan, and 
Somenos, and the district of Comax, have a settled popalaiion ; 


Be it enacted by the Governor, on Her Majesty’s behalf, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Leyislative Council and House of Assembly : 


1. The districts known on the official map under the names of Shawnigan, Cowl- 
chan, Comiaken, Quamichan, and Somenos, shall be und are hereby constituted an 
electoral district, under the name of Cowichan County; and said electoral district shall 


be entitled hereafter to send one Member to the TLouse of Assembly. 


2. The district knowr under the name of Comax, and which is included within the 
following boundaries, that is to say, starting from the centre of Quallahum river, on 
the eastern coast of this colony, thence running northerly to Willow Point, at the 
mouth of Discovery Passage, thence running dne west twenty miles, thence running to 
Mount Washington, thence to Mount Becher, thence to Moant View, thence to Horne 
Lake, and through the centre of said river to the place of beginning, shall be and is 
hereby constituted an electoral district, under the name of Comax County, and shall be 
entitled to send one member to the House of Assembly, 


3. Registered Lists of Voters for the clectoral districts created by this Act shall be 
made in conformity with “ The Registration of Voters Act, 1859,” apd “The Annual 
Registration of Voters Act, 1860,” except it be otherwise hereafter provided. 


4. The first election in the clectoral districts created by this Act shall take place as 
soon as possible after the next annual registration of Voters.

MINUTES OF THE FIRST HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY OF 
VANCOUVER ISLAND 


Opening of the 
House of Assembly 
Victoria, Vancouvers Island. 
August 12th 1856 
by His Excellency the Governor 
attended by [the Council] 
at 11 o’clock A.M. precisely 


After prayers by the Rev. Edward Cridge Colonial Chaplain His Excellency the 
Governor proceeded to deliver the following speech, viz.:— 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, and of the House of Assembly. 


I congratulate you most sincerely on this memorable occasion; the Meeting in 
full convention of the General Assembly of Vancouver’s Island, an event fraught 
with consequences of the utmost importance to the present and future inhabitants; 
and remarkable as the first instance of representative institutions being granted in the 
infancy of a British Colony. 


The history and actual position of this Colony are marked by many other 
remarkable circumstances. Called into existence by an act of the Supreme Govern- 
ment immediately after the discovery of gold in California, it has maintained an 
arduous and incessant struggle with the disorganizing effects, on labour, of that 
discovery. Remote from every other British Settlement, with its commerce tram- 
melled and met by restrictive duties, on every side, its trade and resources remain 
undeveloped. 


Self supporting and defraying all the expenses of its own Government, it 
presents a striking contrast to every other Colony in the British Empire, and like the 
native pines of its storm beaten promontories it has acquired a slow but hardy 
growth. 


Its future progress must under providence, in a great measure depend on the 
intelligence, industry and enterprise of its inhabitants, and upon the legislative 
wisdom of this country. 


Gentlemen, I look forward with confidence and satisfaction to the aid and 
support which the Executive power, may in future expect to derive from your local 
experience and knowledge of the wishes of the people, and the wants of the Country. 
I feel assured that as public men holding a solemn and momentous trust you will, 
as a governing principle strive with one accord to promote the true and substantial 
interests of the Country, and that our legislative labours will be distinguished alike 
by prudence, temperance and justice to all classes. 


Gentlemen, I am happy to inform you, that Her Majesty’s Government continue 
to express the most lively interest in the progress and welfare of this Colony. 


Negotiations are now pending with the Government of the United States, which 
may probably terminate in an extension of the Reciprocity Treaty to Vancouvers 
Island. 

To show the commercial advantages connected with that treaty, I will just 
mention that an import duty of £30 is levied on every hundred pounds worth of 
British produce, which is now sent to San Francisco, or to any other American port, 
or in other words the British proprietor pays as a Tax to the United States, nearly 
the value of every third cargo of Fish, Timber, or Coals, which he sends to any 
American port. 

The Reciprocity Treaty utterly abolishes those fearful imposts, and establishes 
a system of free Trade in the produce of British Colonies. 
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The effects of that measure in developing the trade and natural resources of the 
Colony can therefore hardly be over estimated. 

The Coal, the timber, and the productive Fisheries of Vancouver’s Island will 
assume a value before unknown, while every branch of trade will start into activity, 
and become the means of pouring wealth into the country. 

So unbounded is the reliance, which I place in the enterprise and intelligence 
possessed by the people of this Colony, and the advantages of their geographical 
position, that with equal rights and a fair field, I think they may enter into successful 
competition with the people of any other country. 

The extension of the Reciprocity Treaty to this Island once gained, the interests 
of the Colony will become inseparably connected with the principles of Free Trade, 
a system which I think it will be sound policy on our part to encourage. 


Gentlemen, The Colony has been again visited this year by a large number of 
Northern Indians, and their presence has excited in our minds a not unreasonable 
degree of alarm. 

Through the blessing of God they have been kept from committing acts of 
open violence, and been quiet and orderly in their deportment, yet the presence 
of large bodies of armed savages, who have never felt the restraining influences 
of moral and religious training and who are accustomed to follow the impulses of 
their own evil natures, more than the dictates of reason or justice, gives rise to a 
feeling of insecurity, which must exist as long as the Colony remains without 
Military protection. 


Her Majestys Government ever alive to the dangers which beset us in the 
Colony have arranged with the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty that the 
“president” Frigate should be sent to Vancouvers Island, and that measure will, I 
have no doubt be carried into effect without delay. 


I shall nevertheless, continue to conciliate the good will of the native Indian 
Tribes, by treating them with justice and forebearance, and by rigidly protecting 
their civil and agrarian rights, many cogent reasons of humanity and sound policy 
recommend that course to our attention, and I shall therefore rely upon your support 
in carrying such measures into effect. We know from our own experience that the 
friendship of the Natives is at all times useful, while it is no less certain that their 
enmity may become more disastrous than any other calamity, to which the Colony 
is directly exposed. 


Gentlemen of the House of Assembly, according to constitutional usage, with 
you must originate all money bills. It is therefore your special province to consider 
the ways and means of defraying the ordinary expenses of the Government, either 
by levying a customs duty on Imports, or by a system of direct taxation. 


The poverty of the Country and the limited means of a population struggling 
against the pressure of numberless privations, must necessarily restrict the amount of 
taxation, it should therefore be our constant study to regulate the public expenditure 
according to the means of the country, and to live strictly within our income. 


The common error of running into speculative improvements, entailing debts 
upon the Colony for a very uncertain advantage, should be carefully avoided. 


The demands upon the public Revenue will at present chiefly arise from the 
improvements of the internal communications of the country, and providing for the 
education of the young, the erection of places for public worship, the defence of the 
country, and the administration of Justice. 


Gentlemen, I feel in all its force the responsibility now resting upon us; The 
interests and well-being of thousands yet unborn, may be affected by our decisions, 
and they will reverence or condemn our acts according as they are found to influence 
for good or for evil the events of the future. 


Gentlemen of the House of Assembly, I have appointed Chief Justice Cameron 
to administer the oath of allegiance to the members of your House, and to receive 
your declarations of qualification, you may then proceed to choose a Speaker, and 
to appoint the officers necessary for the proper conduct of the business of the House. 


Chief Justice Cameron then proceeded to administer the oath of allegiance to James 
Yates, J. D. Pemberton, J. S. Helmcken, J. F. Kennedy and E. E. Langford, 
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the first four delivered the necessary qualification but E. E. Langford read a 
protest, after which the Chief Justice retired. 
The House then proceeded to elect a Speaker. 


It was proposed by Mr. Helmcken seconded by Mr. Kennedy that Mr. 
Pemberton be Speaker of the House. 
An amendment proposed by Mr. Langford seconded by Mr. Yates that Mr. 
Helmcken be speaker of the house the same being put to the vote. 
Mr. Helmcken was duly elected Speaker and accordingly took the Chair. 
It was proposed by Mr. Pemberton that Robert Barr be appointed to act as Clerk, 


pro. tem. seconded by Mr. Yates, the said Robert Barr duly accepting of said 
office. 


It was proposed by Mr. Skinner that an application be made to the Governor that 
proper and efficient Books &c. be supplied to the said House. Seconded by 
Mr. Pemberton and carried. 


Previous to the foregoing resolution Mr. Skinner took the Oath of Allegiance. 


It was proposed by Mr. Skinner seconded by Mr. Langford that the House adjourn 
until Tuesday the 19th Day of August at the hour of eleven in the forenoon.

Having been chosen by the people of Victoria both Electors and non-Electors, 
it is my firm belief that according to the constitution of Great Britain I am duly 
qualified to take my seat in this House of Assembly, and that the act of Council 
imposing a fixed property qualification was not legal without the consent of the 
House of Assembly; and therefore I beg now in a formal manner to protest in the 
name and on behalf of my constituents against it, and to request that my protest 
may be recorded.

I herewith transmit the Documents described in the accompanying Schedule for 
your information. 


The Colonial Accounts extending to the close of 1855 are not yet completed 
and therefore cannot be laid before the House in full. You will however find 
among the Documents now transmitted, a full account of all lands appertaining 
to the public domain of this Colony, which have been sold up to the 10th Day of 
October last, and also a classified abstract of the expenditure of the Colony 
for the year ending with the 1st Day of November 1855. 


In addition to the proceeds arrising from sales of the public domain appearing 
in the Documents herewith the sum of £6193.0.0 has been received from the Hudsons 
Bay Company, for Lands purchased on their account within the Colony. Further 
documents relative to the financial state of the Colony will be sent to the House as 
soon as they are made up. 


I have to recommend that a sufficient money appropriation be made by the 
House to defray the expense of preparing any documents required for their informa- 
tion in future as there are at present no funds at my disposal for that purpose. 

I beg that the Charter of Grant of Vancouvers Island may be returned, as I have 
no other copy.

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Assembly, 


I have further to transmit with this communication, abstracts of the Income and 
Expenditure of the Colony, for the two years ending respectively with 31st day of 
October 1853 and 1854. 


I have received your Speakers address of the 3rd day of December and highly 
appreciate your complimentary Message. 


In reply to the following questions of the House, “What funds are subject to its 
control?” “the amount of such funds”? “from what source derived”? and “to what 
fund is the Royalty upon Coal paid into”? I would observe that I am not at present 
prepared to give the House a reliable and decided answer. My own impression 
however is, that the House can exercise a direct control only over the revenue 
raised in the Colony through the act of the general Legislature. The revenue derived 
from the tax on Licenced Houses, is therefore I conceive the only fund absolutely 
at our disposal;—the proceeds arising from “Land Sales,” “Royalties” and “Timber 
Duties,” being remitted and placed to account of the Reserve fund in England, which 
is however also exclusively applicable for Colonial purposes with the exception of 10 
per cent allowed by virtue of the Charter of Grant, to the Hudson’s Bay Company. 

The amount of Revenue derived from the duty on Licenced Houses for the 
respective years mentioned is given in the annexed table.

A communication was received from his Excellency the Governor of which the 
following is a copy. 


I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your Speakers several communi- 
cations of the 7th April, with the accompanying Documents. 


With those Documents is the Bill providing for the ordinary expenses of the 
House of Assembly which the House has objected to pass as amended by the 
Council. 

I would observe in reference to that Bill that the duties raised on Licensed 
Houses for the year 1856 were paid into the General Colonial fund: and expended, 
with other proceeds of revenue, in the service of the Colony; prior to the convention 
of the House of Assembly in August last, and for that reason are not at our disposal. 

The Council in amending the Bill, by charging the sums thereby granted, to the 
revenue derivable from the same source in 1857, were influenced solely by the 
knowldge of that fact, and not from any desire to interfere with the arrangements 
of the House of Assembly. 

I have received the report of the Committee on Postal arrangements and the 
petition from certain Colonists, praying for the improvements of part of public 
Roads and for opening new Roads in the District of Victoria. 

Feeling the great importance of the objects recommended in those papers, I am 
of opinion that no time should be lost in providing means for initiating a postal 
system, securing at once the twofold object of safety and despatch in the transmission 
& delivery of letters, and also that a provision should be immediately voted by the 
House for the improvement and opening of public roads. 

The Council will cordially cooperate in all measures suggested by the House for 
the attainment of those objects. 

I herewith annex a Scheme of the probable outlay which will be thereby 
incurred.

Mr. Pemberton asked leave to bring in a Bill “to define the boundaries of the Town 
of Victoria.” 2nd A Bill to Enfranchise the Town of Victoria. 

Leave granted, and the Bills ordered to be read a first time tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 A. M. 

The House then went into Committee to take into consideration the Governors 
message, relating to Postage and Roads. 

Mr. Skinner Chairman. 

Mr. McKay moved “that the sum of 1400£, as required by his Excellency 
the Governor, be voted out of the Trust-fund for the purpose of making and 
repairing roads, and for a better system of Postal arrangements. 

Seconded by Mr. Yates. 
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Mr. Helmcken, then moved an amendment, viz. that the following address 
be respectfully sent to his Excellency the Governor. 


The House of Assembly to His Excellency the Governor 


The House of Assembly respectfully acknowledges the receipt of your Excel- 
lencys important communication suggesting “that means should be provided for 
initiating a Postal system . . . and also that a provision should be immediately 
voted for the opening and improvement of Public Roads.” 


The House in replying, does so with the best feeling and the greatest respect 
towards Your Excellency, and wishes to observe, that there are not at present any 
funds at its disposal to meet the suggestion relating to the construction of a Postal 
system, and considers the Colony unable to bear so large an annual expenditure as 
the one contemplated (SO0£) the number of letters passing through the Post Office 
being too small to pay the tenth of the Estimate even supposing a heavy Tax were 
imposed upon each. 


The House therefore cannot adopt your Excellencys suggestion, but at the same 
time consider & acknowledge, that the Colony is under great obligation to the 
Honble. Hudsons Bay Co. for the kind and liberal manner in which they have 
carried, gratuitously, the letters from the American shore to this Island. 


With regard to Appropriating 900£ for Roads &c. The House is of opinion 
that the legitimate funds for such purposes are those derived from sales of land, 
Royalties &c., but the House having been given to understand that the sums derived 
from these sources are not under the controul of the Legislature, cannot make any 
appropriation therefrom, and indeed the Documents already laid before the House, 
indicate, that such funds have been already exhausted. 


The House has also reason to believe, that the Income of this year will not more 
than balance the Expenditure, and therefore if the appropriation were made, this 
House would be under the necessity of raising the amount. 


But the House is humbly of opinion that it would be unconstitutional to levy 
Taxes until the Legislature be more complete, and the Towns represented as well 
as the Districts, and the House further conceives, that before such a step were taken 
as that of raising Taxes, the entire Revenue ought to be placed under the controul 
of the Legislature of this Island, to be by them appropriated, as might be deemed 
most expendient to the welfare of the Colony. 


The House agrees, that at the present time Taxation would be injudicious, and 
that the sum would press too heavily upon each, the number of Colonists being so 
small. 

Upon these grounds the House cannot make the appropriations suggested. 


The House can only suggest, that if the roads cannot be made, it would be 
advisable that their course should be plainly marked, in order to save Settlers about 
such lines the labour & expense of removing fences when the time arrives that 
sufficient funds shall be at hand to complete such ways of communication. 


The House of Assembly begs to assure your Excellency of every respect and 
confidence. 


Mr. Kennedy seconded the above. 
After much discussion Mr. McKay withdrew his motion. 


Mr. Pemberton did not agree with either as it left the question in statu quo, 
but still would give his support. 


The Address was then agreed to Nem. Con. 


The House then resumed its sitting and Mr. Skinner, Chairman of Committee 
brought up the Report which was agreed to. 


Mr. McKay moved “that requisition be respectfully made to his Excellency the 
Governor, for an Abstract of the Annual Income and Expenditure of the 
Colony from its commencement until the end of 1856. Also if possible to 
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know what sums have been expended in England by the Honble. Hudsons 
Bay Co., and for what purposes. If the Colony be in debt, to know to whom 
such debt is owing, or if liquidated to shew how and by whom, and whether 
any interest is or has been paid or charged upon such sum lent to pay the debt 
and if so, the rate of interest per annum and the amount already paid.” 


The Business being completed the House adjourned until to morrow 10. A. M.

Whereas it is advisable that the interests of all Her Majestys loyal Subjects 
holding and owning fixed property in Vancouvers Island as hereinafter described 
shall be represented in the Legislature of the said Island and whereas provision has 
not yet been made for electing Representatives to Cities Towns &c. as they may arise 
and Whereas the Town of Victoria does at present contain more House property 
and more inhabitants than some of the Districts allowed Representatives in the 
Legislature, and is not represented and Whereas the Legislature of Vancouvers Island 
has the privilege and power of extending the Franchise as occasion may require 


Be it Enacted by and with the consent of the Legislature of Vancouvers Island 


1st That the Town of Victoria shall from and after the passing of this Act 
possess the Privilege of electing Two Members to serve in the House of Assembly 
of Vancouvers Island. 


2nd That the qualification of Members to represent the Constituency of Vic- 
toria be the same as required of the Representatives of Districts and subject to 
the same laws rules & regulations. 


3rd That the right to vote for such Member or Members shall rest exclusively 
with the Loyal subjects of Her Majesty being Males, of mature age and sound in- 
tellect, able to read and write, not convicted of any criminal offence, inhabiting and 
possessing in his own right Freehold property consisting of Houses or Buildings 
of the value of 50£ (fifty) sterling or upwards in the aforesaid Town of Victoria. 


4th That no person be allowed to vote, who has not resided and possessed 
the required property qualification at least Three Months before the day of such 
election. 


5th That the voting must be done in person and not by proxy and the voter 
be allowed but one vote for each Member however many Houses or Buildings 
such voter may possess in his own right. 


6th That in the event of the property to be represented belonging to a Com- 
pany associated together with the object of gain and the majority of whose share- 
holders are British subjects, the right to vote shall rest exclusively with the principal 
agent of such Company for the time being, who shall have one vote on behalf 
of such Company, the qualification of such Company being equal to and subject 
to the same regulations as that of an individual voter, but if the majority are not 
British subjects, the Principal Agent shall not have a vote on behalf of such 
Company.

7th That no salaried Officer of the Executive be allowed to vote. 
8th That no Member of Council be allowed to vote. 


9th That in all cases the proof of being a British subject shall rest with the 
person tendering. 


10th In case of any dispute as to the qualification shall arise, it shall be 
settled by three Arbitrators or Assessors, one chosen by the claimant, a second by 
the Reviser, and the third by the former two, whose decision and judgment or that 
of the Majority of them delivered upon oath to the Reviser aforesaid of the list of 
voters, shall be final and binding as to the point at issue. 


11th That a fee of Five shillings be payable to each Assessor for each final 
decision, chargeable against the Revenue if in favour of the proposed voter on the 
written order and certificate of the Reviser of the Lists of Voters, appointed by the 
Executive, and chargeable against the proposed voter, if such decision shall be 
unfavourable, the amount being recoverable in any Court of Law in Vancouvers 
Island on the certificate of such Reviser. 


12 That for the purposes of this Act and for Electoral purposes only the 
Town of Victoria shall be defined as that portion of the District of Victoria com- 
prised within the circle whose radius is three quarters of a mile and whose centre is 
Government House. 


Mr. Kennedy seconded the above Bill. 


Mr. Skinner could not agree with the whole Bill and Gave notice that he 
intended moving when the Bill went into Committee 


That freehold property to the Amount of forty shillings per annum shall be 
entitled to a vote. 


That persons paying a rental of 10£ per annum be allowed to vote. 

That “not able to read and write” be expunged. 

Mr. McKay intends moving in Committee that the eighth clause be ex- 
punged. 

The Bill then passed the first time and the second reading ordered for the 
13th day of May at 10 A.M., until which time the House adjourned.

The House of Assembly having considered your Excellencys communication of 
the 8th June, being the returns relating to the non receipt of Royalties upon Coal 
from Nanaimo for the year 1856, beg humbly to observe 


That the form of Indenture to land usually issued, subjects the purchaser to the 
payment of a Royalty of 2/6 per Ton upon all Coal gotten, whether sold or not, on 
the first day of January in every year. 

It follows therefore that certain Royalties are due for the Coal raised during the 
year 1856. 

The House is well aware and fully appreciate the great efforts made by the 
Nanaimo Coal Co. towards the improvement of the Colony and much regret the dis- 
advantages under which they at present labour. 

The House, without giving an opinion as to whether the “Royalties” be judicious 
or not, do not know, whether the Hudsons Bay Co. would be willing to surrender, 
in favour of the Nanaimo Coal Co., their private interest, viz. 10 per Cent upon the 
Royalties, or not. 

The House begs to assure your Excellency of every respect. 


Agreed to unanimously. 


The Committee next considered the Communication from his Excellency, relative 
to the progress of the Reciprocity Treaty with the American Government. 


Mr. McKay moved that the following address be adopted in answer thereto. 


The House of Assembly begs to acknowledge the receipt of your Excellencys 
communication of June Ist replying to a Requisition for Returns regarding the prog- 
ress of the Negotiations with the American Government for a Reciprocity Treaty. 


This House observes with regret that such Negotiation has been brought to an 
abrupt termination. 


Ever mindful of your Excellencys manifold and earnest endeavours to procure 
the free interchange of the productions of this Island with the United States by means 
of a Reciprocity Treaty, this House cordially agreeing to the propriety advantage 
and honorable fairness of such a Treaty, beg to convey their thanks for such past 
exertions (as well in this as other matters calculated to promote the interest and 
welfare of this Colony), but lament that such endeavours (as far as regards the 
Reciprocity Treaty) have not met with the desired success, occasioned probably by 
circumstances adverse and foreign to the subject itself. 


The House sincerely trust that such disappointment may not deter from a fur- 
ther prosecution of the Scheme, which under happier circumstances may lead to 
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the completion of a Treaty and thus prevent the levying of import duties, a system 
cumbrous and filled with manifold disadvantages. 


Carried unanimously. 
The Committee then dissolved. 
Mr. Skinner the Chairman brought up the report which was adopted and 
ordered to be transmitted to his Excellency.

I have on the present occasion to call the attention of the House, to the Ordi- 
nance of the 29th of March 1853, which authorises the licensing of Inns Public or 
Beer Houses, and regulates the amount of duty chargeable for general wholesale 
and retail Licenses, but does not fix the rate of duty chargeable on Houses licensed 
for the sale of Beer only. 

An application for a Beer License, having been made to the Licensing Magis- 
trates, at their late annual meeting by a respectable citizen of Victoria, it was 
granted accordingly, and in the absence of a legally fixed rate, the sum of 20£ was 
charged for the said License. 

I have now to recommend to the House that the License Law be remodelled, or 
a clause added to that Law, fixing the amount of duty to be hereafter charged for 
Licenses to sell Beer and other Malt Liquors.

He meant to adhere to these decisions and not to tax people who were not 
represented; moreover no reason had been assigned for the Tax. 
Mr. Pemberton altho he seconded the motion did not mean to support it, 
because he considered it illegal and injudicious to levy duties upon British 
Manufactures. 


After some further discussion in which it was complained that the Bill already 
passed by the House for the Enfranchisement of Victoria had not been taken 
any notice of, the House divided

Members present: Messrs. J. W. McKay, T. J. Skinner, J. Yates, J. D. Pemberton, 
J. Kennedy, and The Speaker. 


Mr. Yates rose and asked the questions of which he had given previous notice. 
Mr. Pemberton did not consider himself bound to give any answer and 
thought the House arrogated to themselves powers they did not possess—He 
was not under the jurisdiction of that house—the House did not vote his 
salary—in fact he was engaged to the Hudsons Bay Co. and to them alone was 
he answerable for any official act: if he had been called upon by the Governor 
and Council as well as the Assembly he would have taken a different course— 
but constituted as this House was he at all events would not serve them sup- 
posing he was under their jurisdiction. 
Mr. Yates considered the answer an insult to the House generally: and would 
take other steps to ensure his end. 


The subject was then dropped. 


Mr. Skinner rose to move 
That an address be presented to his Excellency the Governor humbly praying 
a Conference with his Excellency the Governor upon the following subjects 

lst The rights and privileges of the Hudsons Bay Co. as far as 
relates to the exclusive Navigation of Frazers River. 

2nd Whether the Executive have assumed any Authority over that 
River. 

3rd_ By whose Authority the sufferances to navigate Frasers River are 
granted; and by what right the Hudsons Bay Cos. goods only are allowed 
to be carried up. 

4th What intentions of his Excellency the Governor and Council may 
be with regard to the future Government of the district around Frasers 
River. 

5th The House begs to assure Your Excellency that the Conference is 
requested solely with the intention of promoting the interest of this Colony. 

The House will meet again on Thursday at 11 A. M. and trust to receive an 
answer naming the time and place for holding the Conference and convenient 
to Your Excellency. 

Mr. Yates seconded the motion. 

Mr. McKay opposed the motion upon the grounds that we had no right to 
ask a Conference: that in fact we were interfering where we were not concerned 
and stultifying ourselves. 

Mr. Pemberton seconded the opposition and considered that notice ought 
to have been given previous to bringing on the subject. 

Mr. Skinner could only draw the attention of the House to the importance 
and urgency of the subject as an excuse for the present mode of proceeding. 
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After some further unimportant discussion the House divided

The House met this day. 


Present: Messrs. T. J. Skinner, J. Yates, J. D. Pemberton, J. W. McKay, and The 
Speaker. 


A Message was brought from his Excellency the Governor of which the following 
is a copy.” 

The Message having been read the House consented to meet at the time and 
place appointed, and the Speaker was deputed on the part of the House to 
conduct the Conference: and also to convey the thanks of the House to his 
Excellency for the courtesy shewn. 


At 3 oClock P. M. the Members mentioned as having been present at the House 
assembled at Government House and there met his Excellency the Governor, 
John Work and Roderick Finlayson, Councellors. 

His Excellency commenced by stating that any information he possessed 
would be cordially given; but that which was in process of negotiation he could 
not inform the House excepting in confidence and that this part must by no 
means be made public. 


1st With regard to rights of the Hudson Bay Co.— 

These rights were granted to them by license. 

The Speaker suggested that this License referred to trade with Indians only; 
and not to white men, but his Excellency suggested that there were no white 
men at that time in the country; but further he had received advices from the 
Home Government which left no doubt that the Hudsons Bay Co. did possess 
the exclusive right of navigation and trade. 


2 The communication from Governor Douglas dated 16 June 1858 inviting the House to 
confer with him was omitted from the original. 
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2nd_ As to whether the Executive had assumed any Authority over that River—He 


3rd 


had not assumed any power, but he being the representative of the Crown had 
stepped in to preserve Law and order as in duty bound, and had made regula- 
tions enforcing the navigation Laws of Great Britain. He had allowed persons 
to go up and granted them a License to mine. He had appointed Custom 
House Officers. He had appointed justices of the peace; and he had called 
upon H.M.S. Satellite to aid and assist in the prevention of the violation of the 
Navigation Laws. 


The Speaker wished to know whether having taken or undertaken the 
Government of Frasers River, this in itself did not abrogate the right of the 
Company to exclusive navigation, but his Excellency replied that it was entirely 
out of his power to abrogate any of the rights or privileges of the H. B. Co.; in 
fact as far as he had gone he had received the sanction of the Hudsons Bay Cos. 
officers out here: moreover that the British Government regarded treaties as 
sacred and binding in all cases. 


As regards the point by whose Authority the “Sufferances” to Frazers River 
are granted; his Excellency replied “by the power vested in him as representa- 
tive of the Crown and also by consent of Hudsons Bay Cos. agents; and as 
regards the point as to what right the Hudsons Bay Cos. property only is 
allowed to be carried up; he must reply that the Company as already said 
having the exclusive right to the trade and navigation, necessarily excludes any 
others property being taken up except by permission. 

The Speaker suggested that the miners having been allowed to go up and 
as the Government had more or less taken controul of the River, it would 
almost be supposed [to] follow that these people had a right to be supplied with 
provisions exclusive of the Cos. monopoly, and therefore that British vessels 
had the right to proceed there (having cleared here of course) for that purpose, 
that is to say to supply their natural wants. 


But his Excellency replied that he must say again he had no [authority] 
to diminish or lessen the Cos. rights and privileges. 

The Speaker suggested that the H. B. Co. had not the means of supplying 
the large number of persons that would be at the Mines within a short time; 
and that it appeared probable that starvation or matters equally serious would 
probably happen; it would therefore be considered [to] be proper to allow 
vessels to trade provisions. 


His Excellency replied that all these matters had received very serious and 
severe deliberation and already permission had been granted to two American 
Steamers to carry passengers and provisions under certain restrictions; and in 
allowing this he had been compelled by necessity, and that necessity had also 
compelled him to act more or less illegally but not unjustly; if necessity should 
compel of course permits would be granted to other vessels for like purposes 
and that everything possible would be done to avoid the dangers of starvation. 

The Speaker suggested also that Merchants in England seeing the restrictions 
put upon trade would be very unlikely to send out ships with supplies and 
Emigrants or passengers, thus committing a double injury first to our country 
and secondly to our Colony; and also it was to be feared that Merchants would 


4th 
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suppose that as the Hudsons Bay Co. could be the only or at least the only 
great purchasers they would be more or less at the mercy of this Co. who would 
only give whatever price they pleased; that is to say the ships could not have 
any other market to take their supplies to. 


But his Excellency replied that far from having the effect the Speaker so 
much feared it would have exactly the contrary; and that he thought it offered 
greater inducements to British Merchants than an open trade would do. And 
as regards the price of articles that depended entirely upon supply and demand, 
and he was quite sure and the House must also know, that the Hudsons Bay Co. 
were upright and honorable and not likely to stoop to unfair dealing. 


As regards the fourth clause relating to the future government of Frazers 
River, he must apprize the deputation that as this was a matter at present under 
negotiation, he could not make it known, but in confidence and that the House 
might know the general outline of his policy he would read Extracts from his 
last Despatches to the Home Government. 


The Speaker wished to enquire whether the Hudsons Bay Co. having the 
exclusive right to trade could transfer any part of their right to others; that is to 
say whether they could grant sufferances to other vessels to trade. 


The Governor suggested that the Company did not transfer their rights; in 
fact that the regulations and stipulations did not interfere with their rights; 
and that the House must recollect: that it was the conjoint act of the Governor 
and the Governor as part of the H. B. Co. 


His Excellency remarked that he had been actuated by motives; in the first 
place to do every justice to the Hudsons Bay Co. and secondly to promote 
by every legitimate means the welfare and prosperity of the colony. He would 
be always willing to give the House every information and was pleased that this 
conference had been asked. 

The Speaker replied that the Conference had been asked Ist for the sake 
of information; it being the Misfortune of the House of Assembly not to 
possess any Government Member; that is to say any one to supply information 
upon the acts and intentions of the Governor and Council, and secondly that 
the information afforded verbally would save his Excellency an immense 
amount of trouble in writing which it was also intended to obviate as the 
House was well aware that his Excellency was at the present time very much 
harrassed and they did not wish to add unnecessarily to his trouble; but as the 
House had a duty to perform, viz. to endeavour to promote the interest and 
welfare of their constituents or rather of the Colony; they had chosen to ask 
information previous to pledging themselves on the subject. He in the name 
of the House begged to thank his Excellency for the courtesy shewn, and did 
not think that any great difference of opinion existed (now that all had been 
explained) between those entertained by the House and his Excellency. 


The Deputation then withdrew.

The House called together at the request of his Excellency the Governor. 


Present: Messrs. T. J. Skinner, J. W. McKay, J. D. Pemberton, J. Yates, and The 
Speaker. 

The Speaker read a petition received from the Governor and signed by Messrs. 
Peck, Anderson, Young and Pearse offering to form a Company for supplying 
the Town of Victoria with water at one Cent the gallon, provided that the 
Monopoly of supplying the Town of Victoria with water were granted to them 
for the Term of Fifty Years, at the expiration of which period all the property 
of the said Co. should fall to and be vested in the Corporation of the said Town 
of Victoria. 

After some discussion thereon in which the urgency of the case was allowed 
and the necessity for a supply of water admitted by all Mr. Pemberton (Vic- 
toria) proposed the following Resolution. 

That this House is of opinion that an exact and definite Scheme should have 
been proposed with correct Plans and Estimates shewing its feasibility and 
probable profits. The Water Company should also state all particulars as to 
its formation the Number and Amount of Shares and Stockholders and the 
amount of Capital that would be lodged previous to obtaining any grant of 
Monopoly from this House. 

Mr. Yates (Victoria) then asked leave to bring in a Bill upon the subject of the 
Registration of Real Estate. 

Leave granted. The first reading to be taken on Thursday next. 

The Speaker next informed the House of his intention to ask permission of Honble. 
Members to retire from his present position and hoped that the Honble. Mem- 
bers would elect another to fill the Chair.

The House met this day. 
Present: Messrs. J. D. Pemberton, J. Yates, J. Kennedy, J. W. McKay, T. J. 
Skinner, and The Speaker. 


A Petition was presented from Messrs. Anderson and Pearse remarking upon the 
subject of the Resolution of the House of the 3rd Inst. intending to shew the 
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impossibility of forming a company excepting the House should first grant 
them the privilege prayed for in their petition. 


Mr. Pemberton moved “‘That this House cannot reenter upon the Question 
excepting the Resolution of the House be complied with.” 


He remarked that in all cases of Companys being formed, plans and calcula- 
tions were made shewing the feasibility of the Enterprise. He also considered 
that the House could not enter upon such subjects without having accurate 
data upon which to found an opinion. The object of Governments in such 
cases being to prevent ill informed persons sustaining severe losses by fraudulent 
or frivolous schemes. Moreover he did not consider it becoming the dignity 
of the House to pledge themselves upon any private question. He was also 
well aware that preliminary expenses were incurred but such expenses could 
not be avoided and were part of the Scheme. He felt quite sure that the 
House would lend their assistance to any Scheme which would tend to advance 
the prosperity and comfort of the Colony. 


T. J. Skinner seconded the Resolution, which was unanimously agreed to. 


Mr. McKay asked leave to postpone the first reading of the Bill on the subject of 
the Registration of Real Estate for ten days. 


Leave granted. 


The Speaker then brought forward the request of which he had given notice viz. to 
Allow him to resign the Office of Speaker. 

Mr. Pemberton hoped Mr. Speaker would reconsider the matter. He was 
only speaking the sentiments of the House in saying that every Member would 
regret to lose the services of one who had become invaluable. 

Mr. Skinner coincided with the views of the Honble. Member for Victoria 
and hoped that Mr. Speaker would reconsider the question but if Mr. Speaker 
persisted in his wish to retire he would propose that his Excellency the Governor 
be requested to dissolve the House. 


Mr. Yates would support the Honble. Member for Esquimalt but would beg 
Mr. Speaker to retain the Chair sometime longer as it must be well known 
that as soon as the Government of the Island was changed the House would be 
dissolved. 

The Speaker expected fully to be allowed to resign but as the Question had 
now become so complicated, that is to say that if he resigned the House would 
petition to be dissolved, he must consent to act for a time longer, because he 
did not consider the present excited period a fit time for a general election, 
altho he considered a new Election advisable.

The Speaker begged to call the attention of the House to the great need at present 
existing of some place to provide for the destitute sick of whom several existed. 
Also to call the attention of the House to the subject of the Funds still 
remaining unappropriated from the License fund of last year, and also hoped 
the House would move for returns of the amount derived this year from the 
same source, with a view to the House going into Committee to vote supplies 

for the ensuing or rather present year. 


A Petition was presented by Mr. Skinner from Henry Toomy for self and associates 
upon the subject of obtaining the Privilege of supplying the Town of Victoria 
with Gas. 

Petition ordered to be taken into consideration on Tuesday next and Mr. 
Toomy requested to be present upon the House going into Committee. 


Mr. Skinner then brought forward the following resolution “That an humble request 
be presented to his Excellency the Governor that he will cause the Springs and 
Land adjacent to the old well which formerly supplied the Town of Victoria 
with water to be reserved for the uses of the Public and on no account to be 
sold at present to any private individual or joint stock Company.” 


Agreed to unanimously after having been seconded by Mr. Yates. 


The House then went into Committee upon the subject of the Petition of Messrs. 
Anderson, Young and Pearse concerning the water company. 

After the Petition had been read and the Question discussed Mr. Pemberton 
moved ““That the Committee are of opinion that the Resolution of the House 
of July 3rd had in no way been complied with by the Petitioners Messrs. 
Anderson Young and Pearse, but would recommend the House to grant a 
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Monopoly for a term of ten years to a Joint Stock Co. proving itself the best 
qualified to supply the Town of Victoria with water in the most economical 
and satisfactory manner and at the earliest period.” 
Mr. McKay seconded the Resolution which was subsequently agreed to 
Nem. Con. 
The House then resumed its sitting. Mr. Skinner brought up the Report of the 
Committee which being agreed to. 


A desultory conversation took place upon the subject of the dangerous condition of 
the Bridges and obstruction to the pathways at present. Mr. Pemberton under- 
took to lay the whole matter before the Executive not that he had any authority 
but because he had hitherto undertaken that Department and had formerly 
caused a notice to be published prohibiting galloping over the Bridges which 
he foresaw would lead to the evil now complained of.

Present: Messrs. J. D. Pemberton, J. W. McKay, J. Yates, J. Kennedy, J. Muir,

Mr. Skinner presented a Petition from Mr. Toomey upon the subject of a Gas 
Company. 

Ordered to be laid upon the table. 

Mr. Yates Moved for Returns of the number of vessels entered at the Custom House 
since March 1st 1858 and the amount of Dues collected from the same. The 
number of Officers engaged in the Customs Department with their Salaries and 
whether they are British subjects or not. 

Also for a copy of the Customs Regulations as passed by the Governor and 
Council, and to what purpose the Dues are appropriated. 
Agreed to. 


Mr. McKay Moved the second reading of the Bill for establishing a Registry of 
Deeds. 
Mr. Skinner moved that in lieu of 1200£ a year salary the Office and 
Officials should be paid by the Fees received from those registering. 
2nd That a Schedule of Fees should be made out. 
3rd _ That securities should be given by the Registrar. 
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After some discussion Mr. McKay consented to No. 2 and 3 and it was 
agreed that No. 1 should be considered when the House went into Committee 
upon the Bill. 

The Bill was then read a second time and ordered to go into Committee 
August 24th at 11 A. M. 


The House then resolved itself into Committee as agreed upon to consider the com- 
munications received from his Excellency August 10th Mr. Skinner, Chairman. 


The communication of his Excellency relating to the Prison at Victoria and 
Hospital was first brought forward and after discussion the following Address 
Agreed to Nem. Con. 


The House begs to acknowledge the receipt of your Excellencys communication 
of August 9th relating to the Public Gaol and incident upon the report transmitted to 
your Excellency. 

The House of Assembly in answer to that communication adopt the recom- 
mendations of the Committee appointed to enquire into the state and discipline of 
the Public Gaol, a copy of which is herewith transmitted, and furthermore think it 
advisable that a portion of the new addition to the Prison should be so planned as to 
serve the place of an Hospital for sick prisoners and that the building should be 
made chiefly for the purpose of keeping the nonconvicted from the convicted. 

The House considers that the expense of such a building need not exceed the 
sum of 5O00£ and the mode of defraying the same will be considered in Committee of 
Ways and Means. 

With respect to the erection of a Public Hospital, the House does not consider 
that such an Institution should be supported by the Colonial Government, but think 
that such benevolent objects should be left to the good feeling and charity of the 
Public, but at the same time the House agrees that when such an Institution is prop- 
erly projected and in process of being carried out, the Government should lend 
assistance to the Scheme and promote the same in every constitutional way always 
premising that the Medical and Surgical staff of such Hospital should be composed 
of British subjects possessing a proper Diploma. 


The preceding address proposed by J. Yates and seconded by J. D. Pember- 
ton and agreed to unanimously. 


The second Communication brought forward was that relating to the Victoria School 
House. 


The House begs to acknowledge the receipt of your Excellencys communication 
of August 9th relating to the Victoria School House being information asked for as 
per Resolution August 5th. 

The House with every respect would observe that by a Resolution of the House 
of Decbr. 11th 1857 and transmitted to your Excellency, the removal of the School 
House was recommended, but the House not having received any answer to that 
Recommendation supposed that such Resolution was not deemed advisable by the 
Executive particularly as 10 acres of Land surrounding the same were secured to the 
School after the recommendation of removal was made. 

In consequence of the discovery of Gold in considerable quantities about 
Frazers River, Victoria from being a small village of a few acres in content, has now 
increased (judging from the quantity of Land sold) to three or four Miles in cir- 
cumference and likely to become a place of importance and the Victoria School 
House instead of being a Mile away from the Town is actually at present upon the 
very border of it. 

It is also to be observed that the said School House belongs to the District of 
Victoria and paid for out of the Funds derived from the Sales of Land &c. and being 
situated in the District of Victoria may be now considered as properly placed, par- 
ticularly as the Town of Victoria when incorporated or properly organized will 
require a School for its own inhabitants and payable out of its own Funds. 
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With respect to the School-House (Victoria) being made over to the Customs 
Department the House would humbly submit the proceeding to be impolitic and 
considers it inexpedient unnecessary and unadvisable to supply the Officers of the 
Customs Department with private Residences as this would be entailing an unjustifi- 
able and superfluous expense upon the colony and which in process of time would 
become a great evil and burden of some magnitude. Moreover the House considers 
that Officers of the Customs Department should reside near to where their services 
are most likely to be required and the School House being at least a Mile from any 
part of Victoria Harbour the House deems that building under any circumstances 
unsuited for the purpose. 

For these reasons the House would humbly submit 

1st That the Victoria District School House be allowed to remain in its 
present situation and be put into a proper state of repair. 

2nd_ That it is inexpedient unnecessary and unadvisable to supply Officers 
of the Customs Department with private residences. 


The above answer brought forward by J. S. Helmcken and seconded by Mr. 
Yates. 

Mr. Pemberton moved that the words unnecessary and unadvisable be left 
out, but after discussion the sense of the Committee was against and sub- 
sequently the address was agreed to unanimously. 


Mr. Kennedy then moved the following Address in answer to the Returns of Money 
over which the House had controul. 
Seconded by Mr. Muir. 


The House begs to thank Your Excellency for the Returns of Money over 
which the House has controul. 

The House observes with surprise that no Licenses have been taken out by any 
one for the District of Nanaimo, altho it is very well known that large quantities of 
Spirituous Liquors are consumed there. 

The House trusts that enquiry will be made into this matter and steps taken to 
enforce the Law in that District. 

The House also observed that no notice has been taken of the balance remaining 
in hard from the License Fund of last Year. 

The House further considers that the Income of the Customs Department is also 
under the controul of the Legislature, such income being derived in virtue of regula- 
tions made by the Colonial Government. 


Unanimously agreed to. 

Mr. Pemberton then moved the following resolution relating to the Victoria Bridge 
concerning which he had been asked at last meeting. 

The Committee is of opinion that the Colonial Surveyor be empowered to 
widen the opening in Victoria Bridge, with a construction proper for the pur- 
pose and that a sufficient sum be placed at his disposal for that purpose. 

This resolution was agreed to upon the understanding that the expenses 
should not exceed 1000£. 

The business of the Committee being now completed, the House resumed its 
sitting, the report of the Committee was brought up and agreed to. 

After which it was moved that the House go into Committee of Ways and means 
this day fortnight. 

Agreed to. 

The House then adjourned until Tuesday next at 11 A. M.

[Ellice]. 

The Speaker informed the Honble. Member that according to the Rule of the 
House the same subject could not be twice considered during the same session; 
excepting permission was obtained by Motion from the House. 

Motion made that Reconsideration be granted. Granted Nem. Con. 

Mr. Pemberton then moved “That the Resolution of the House of the 16th 
Inst. to make a swing Bridge in the present Victoria Bridge be reconsidered, 
with the intent to make a New Bridge at Point Ellis with proper approaches 
and containing a draw or swing Bridge.” 

The House agreed to go into Committee upon the subject on Friday next 
at 11 A. M. 


Upon Motion that the House do now go into Committee upon the Bill for Registra- 
tion of Deeds. Mr. McKay explained that he had not been able to prepare a 
scale of Fees and begged to withdraw the Bill in order to render it more com- 
plete and reintroduce it at a future period.

Pemberton presented a petition from certain Restaurant Keepers (French) 
complaining of their not being allowed to sell wines, (an indispensable com- 
modity) to their customers.

The House then went into Committee upon his Excellencys letters received at last 


Meeting. 


The first brought forward was that relating to Licenses not having been 
taken out for Nanaimo. 


Mr. Skinner (Chairman) thought the message disrespectful to the House; 
they were not common informers and had done their duty in calling the atten- 
tion of the Executive to the subject. 


Mr. Pemberton considered the letter a very sensible one and to the point; 
he did not think the Executive was the proper power to prosecute. 


After discussion the following address was agreed to. 


With every respect the House of Assembly acknowledge your Excellencys com- 
munication of Aug. 23rd in answer to theirs of 17th of same month. 

The House in replying do so with all deference and beg to thank your Excel- 
lency for the suggestion contained in the first paragraph, but find themselves relieved 
from following the same in consequence of the Nanaimo Coal Co. (these being the 
Only landowners in that District) having taken out a License. 

In regard to the second paragraph wherein it is stated “that the House has 
consequently the means of ascertaining through its own records, what sums were 
voted for the service of the year and what balance if any remains disposable for the 
current year.” The House begs with all deference to observe that altho an account 
of the Expenditure for the year 1857 to 58 had been laid before the House, yet the 
account of the income of the same year had not been received. 


The House therefore was under the necessity of taking the trouble to refer to 
your Excellency for information which doubtless would have been willingly given 
had your Excellency been aware of the circumstances alluded to above. 

The House regrets giving your Excellency so much trouble but beg for an 
Account of the Income for the year ending October 31st 1857, particularly distin- 
guishing the amount received from the Licenses to Inns Public & Beer Houses. 


The next letter was that relating to the Victoria District School House. 


Mr. Helmcken brought forward the following after stating that he considered 


part of the letter an insult to the House. 


House of Assembly 
Sept. 17th 1858 


The House of Assembly in Committee assembled beg to acknowledge your 
Excellencys communication of August 23rd being an answer to an Address of the 
House of the 17th Inst. relating to the intended removal of the Victoria District 
School, and the occupation of the School House by the Customs Department. 


The House in replying to the communication of August 23rd do so with the 
utmost respect and remark that the contract for building the new School House not 
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having yet been issued from the Office and the designs even unprepared, it would not 
seem impossible that the wish of the House not to remove the Victoria District 
School might not be agreed to or complied with and in the hope that such may still 
be done, the House with all deference would remark That the ten acres of Land 
attached to the Victoria District School are the peculiar property of that School and 
cannot be alienated excepting with the consent of the Legislature. The House of 
Assembly object to the same being alienated as they consider that ultimately this 
Estate will be of the greatest importance to the Institution in question, and even 
supposing the School to be removed (which they trust may not be the case) the 
Estate must still remain the property of the Victoria District School. 

With regard to the School House being removed to the Church Lands the 
House is further of opinion that the same is unadvisable, the School not being in 
any way connected with the Church, has no right whatever to usurp her land, which 
ere long she may require for her own peculiar purposes, in fact it would appear 
unconstitutional to alienate the one or appropriate the other. 

The House beg leave also to remark that the Representatives of the District of 
Victoria to which the School belongs are the exponents of the opinions of the 
inhabitants of Victoria. 


A rather stormy discussion ensued in which members retreated from the 
former deliberate opinion and ultimately Mr. Pemberton moved the following 
Amendment. 

That this House is of opinion that your Excellencys answer dated August 
23rd in relation to Removal of a certain School House is quite satisfactory, 
and that it is not their province to take active steps in such matters until re- 
quired to do so by petition or by the voice of the people otherwise expressed. 

After considerable merriment at the expense of the author the House 


divided:

The Address consequently carried. 


The Governors address with reference to the Public Gaol now Came on and the 
following answer Thereto brought forward.

The House of Assembly in committee beg to acknowledge Your Excellencys 
communication of August 23rd relating to the enlargement of the Victoria Prison; 
wherein reasons are given shewing such recommended enlargement to be both unad- 
visable and impossible. 

The House was not aware of the objection entertained by the Hudsons Bay Co. 
upon the subject, but such being the case the House presumes a new one will have 
to be erected, and is moreover of opinion that the proper funds for (that purpose 
are) defraying the expenses of such Building are those derived from the Sales of 
Land & over which funds the House as stated by your Excellency has no controul. 

The House therefore is relieved from voting any sum of money for the above 
purpose. 


Mr. Pemberton moved that in place of “the House presumes” the words “the 
House strongly recommends” be substituted. 

After much spirited discussion the same was negatived and the Address 
carried. 
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Now came forward the subject of the Customs Returns, and the following Address 
agreed to. 
The House of Assembly beg to acknowledge the receipt of certain returns from 


the Customs Department, but would beg to represent that the Income of the Col- 
lector of Customs has been omitted in those returns. 


The House would therefore request returns shewing the Income of the Collector 
of Customs and also a copy of the agreement with the said Collector as referred to 
in your Excellencys communication of August 23rd. The House would also be glad 
to know whether those officers engaged at the Custom House are paid by the Gov- 
ernment or by the Collector out of his salary. 


With reference to the second paragraph, wherein it is stated “that the Governor 
and council has not framed any Customs Regulations,” the House would observe, 
that altho the Laws relative to shipping are enforced according to the Customs 
Consolidation Act, still the revenue arising from the same is in virtue of a Tax levied 
upon ships &c. in the shape of Entrance and clearance. The Amount payable for 
such entrance and Clearance being regulated entirely by the Colonial Government, 
and therefore being funds raised within the Colony by the Colonial Government are 
under the controul of the Legislature. 


The House would therefore request that the Funds arising from this source 
be kept separate and distinct from those over which the House is said to have 
no controul. 


Carried unanimously. 


The House then resumed its sitting and Mr. Skinner brought up the Report after 
which Mr. Pemberton moved the first reading of the following Bill. 

Whereas it is expedient that the Law relating to Licensed Houses be extended, 
be it enacted by the House of Assembly by and with the consent of his Excel- 
lency the Governor and Honble. Council. 

lst That on and after the passing of this Act it shall be lawful for the 
Licensing Magistrates to grant Licenses to Houses for the sale of Wines 
only, and also to grant Licenses to keep Billiard Tables or Bowling Alleys 
or Skittle Grounds for hire or gain. 

2nd _ That the annual sum to be paid for a License to sell wines only, 
shall be and is hereby declared to be Twenty Five Pounds. 

3rd_ That the License to keep a Billiard Table or Bowling Alley or 
Skittle Ground for Hire or gain shall be Ten pounds for each and every 
one singly, but for each additional Billiard Table, Bowling Alley or 
Skittle Ground the sum of 5£ shall be paid. 

4th Any person infringing this Law, shall be fined for each offence 
the sum of not less than Five nor more than 10€£ or in default of payment, 
imprisonment for not less than five nor more than twenty days. 

Seconded by Mr. McKay. The Bill agreed to for the first reading but serious 
Amendments to be proposed in Committee. 


The Business having been completed the House adjourned until Sept. 21st at 
11 A.M.

charges, and it should be recollected that it would be impolitic to attempt to 
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raise revenue from this source. With regard to the observation that the House 
had no controul over the matter, he begged to remark that if the House of 
Assembly deemed any regulations instituted by his Excellency the Governor 
detrimental to the interests of the Colony, it was their duty to represent the 
same in a proper manner and no doubt such representation would meet with 
due consideration from his Excellency. He hoped that Members would inform 
themselves upon the subject, and bring the matter forward at an early oppor- 
tunity. 


No returns having yet been received from his Excellency in relation to the Addresses 
of the 17th Sept., the House adjourned until November 2nd.

Voters.” 


Mr. Pemberton Asked leave to introduce a bill at a future meeting “for the adoption 
of the American Currency as a legal tender in this Colony equally with the 
British currency and arranging its equivalent and value for government pur- 
poses. 


Mr. Yates Moved the following for returns “I beg to move that this House be 
informed by the executive if the Bill for the extension of the franchise to the 
Town of Victoria, which passed this House on the first day of June 1857 is 
likely to be passed or rejected by the executive.” 


The Speaker informed the House that he had received a list of subscriptions amount- 
ing to nearly six hundred dollars; the subscribers praying the Government to 
accept that sum in part payment for a bridge over the Ravine opposite Store 
Street; the Government to erect the Bridge and pay the remaining expenses. 

Also a subscription of about three hundred dollars for a like purpose at the 
Ravine at Government Street—he would bring it before the Committee. 


Mr. Pemberton wished to know “when the bill for the Registration of real estate 
would be reintroduced?” 
The Speaker informed the Honble. member that such a Bill was at present 
under the consideration of the Council. 


Mr. Pemberton Also wished to know “what had become of the Bill for the Registra- 
tion of Births Deaths & Marriages.” 


The House then went into Committee pursuant to Notice. 

Mr. Skinner, Chairman. 

Mr. Helmcken Asked for the appropriation of 1200$ for the completion of 
Bridges across the Ravine; for which we had received lists of subscription 
amounting to about 900$ as stated in the House. He had before asked for 
1000$ for making one bridge but in lieu of that he now required 1200$ to 
complete two. Of course contracts would not be issued until the subscription 
had been paid in. 
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After some opposition the vote of Twelve hundred dollars for the above 
purpose was agreed to. 


Mr. Helmcken Then asked for the sum of 1648$ for building certain drains 
at the end of Yates Street, Johnson Street, Government Street. Also to com- 
plete Wharf Street to Victoria Bridge and a portion of public landing nearly 
opposite Yates St. in Wharf Street and other Contingencies. 


To complete Wharf Street to Bridge 300.00$ 
Drain on Wharf Street 500.00 
Wooden drain in continuation 50.00 
Drain on Government St. 275.00 
Wooden drain in continuation 110.00$ 
Government St. corner Yates St. (drain) 243.00$ 
Public landing 30.00 
Contingencies 150.00 

$1648.00 

These portions had not been included in the contract but still were essentially 
necessary. 


After a few words from various Members complaining of carelessness in 
making the contracts the vote of one thousand six hundred and forty eight 
dollars was agreed to. 


The subject of the Removal of Victoria Bridge was then introduced pursuant to 
notice. 

Mr. McKay moved 

That the Victoria Bridge being an obstruction in the way of shipping 
be removed and that another bridge, be built from Pt. Ellis to the 
opposite side. 

That the piece of land upon which the Bridge rests at the foot of 
Johnson Street and the portion adjacent being the property of the Govern- 
ment be reserved. 

J. Kennedy Begged to second the motion but would not support it as he 
considered a draw in the bridge preferable. 

Mr. Pemberton At the same time that he supported the proposition still 
would endeavour to amend it to suit all parties, he would propose that “A new 
bridge be built at point Ellis but instead of removing the present one that from 
one hundred to one hundred and fifty feet of the present one be removed and 
that steps be made at the terminal ends and a boat ferry between. 

Mr. Yates would move that a select Committee be appointed to enquire into 
the best means of remedying the difficulty complained of. 

But it was ruled that the motion was out of order in that Mr. Pembertons 
proposition had not been seconded,—the feeling of the House as shewn by 
remarks was averse to a committee. 
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Mr. Helmcken asked Mr. Pemberton to explain a little more fully, which 
having been done, Mr. Helmcken would second the amendment and indeed 
would offer no opposition as the bridge would be virtually removed. 

Mr. McKay Acquiesced in Mr. Pembertons proposition to the exclusion of 
his own. 

Mr. Skinner Did not require any more than that the passenger Traffic should 
not be stopped across the bridge—he had been opposed to the removal of the 
bridge but as the proposition gave all that was in his opinion necessary, he 
would not give any opposition. 

Mr. Yates Doubted the measure. 

After an animated conversation the proposition was agreed to without 
division. 

Mr. Helmcken wished the Committee would meet again to consider the 
“Ways and Means” of defraying the expenses of the above proposition in order 
to include the whole in a bill. 

This day week at 11 A. M. was unanimously agreed to. 


The House then resumed its sitting. Mr. Skinner brought up the report of the 
Committee viz. 

That twelve hundred dollars be granted for assisting in building bridges, 
the remainder subscribed for, over the Ravine. 

That the thousand six hundred and forty eight dollars be granted for 
further necessary improvements in the streets. 

Agreed that a new bridge be built from Pt. Ellis to the opposite side of 
Victoria Arm. 

That a portion of the present Victoria Bridge say from one hundred to 
one hundred and fifty feet be removed. 

That a communication by boat ferry be established between. 


The House agreed to the Report. 


The Speaker then introduced a Bill of Supply. 
Be it enacted by the Governor on Her Majestys behalf by and with the consent 
of the Legislative Council and Assembly. 


1st That 1200,00$ dollars be granted, and the same is hereby granted 
for the purpose of building bridges across the ravine at Victoria: part of the 
expenses of said bridges having been raised by public subscription. 


2nd That the sum of 1648,00 dollars be and the same is hereby granted 
for further improvements in the streets of Victoria. 


3rd That the before mentioned items be paid out of the License fund. 


Mr. McKay seconded the bill. 
Unanimously agreed to. 


The House then adjourned by motion until Tuesday morning next at 11 A. M.

“I beg to move that 
this House be informed by the Executive if the Bill for the extension of the franchise 
to the Town of Victoria which passed this House on the first day of June 1857 is 
likely to be passed or rejected by the Executive.” I have to inform you in reply 
to that address that the consideration of the Act for the Enfranchising the Town of 
Victoria has been necessarily delayed in consequence of the condition of the 
Country and the great pressure of public business: it will however be brought for- 
ward for the consideration of the Council on the first convenient occasion and the 
decision of that Body will be communicated to you at an early day after its first 
meeting. 
Jany. 18th 1859

The Speaker begged to inform the Member for Victoria (Mr. Pemberton) that the 
Bill for the Registration of real Estate &c. had been before the Council & would 


be sent to the House as soon as passed. 


Further that the Bill for the Registration of Births Deaths & Marriages had 
not been rejected but that the Bill was incomplete insomuch as it did not supply 
the funds to defray its expenses. 


A Petition was presented from certain residents at Esquimault against the proposed 
removal of Victoria Bridge. 
Petition read. 


Mr. Skinner gave notice of his intention to introduce a Bill to quiet Titles of Aliens 
holding real Estate. 
Agreed to. 


The Speaker proposed to the House the following. 

That an address be presented to his Excellency the Governor, praying that 
his Excellency would communicate with his Excellency the Governor General 
of Canada or proper Authorities for the purpose of obtaining a presentation 
of the following works.

Canada Gazette, old files as well as numbers as they appear, 
and any other works issued by Government. 
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And that his Excellency would also hold communication with the Home 
Government for the purpose of obtaining the more recent statutes as well as a 
supply of works published by the Government. 

The House feels, that at this period any additional labour if unnecessary 
should not be thrust upon your Excellency but hope that the above will meet 
with approbation. 

Seconded by Mr. Yates. 

Agreed to. 


The Speaker also directed attention to the following. 


That an address be presented to his Excellency the Governor praying that 
one hundred acres of land be reserved in the Districts of Esquimault, Soke, 
Saanitch and, Cowwitchin for Educational purposes: and that one hundred 
acres of land in each of the aforesaid Districts be reserved for public purposes. 
The said lands to be selected in the most eligible situation. 

Ordered to stand over till next meeting. 


The Speaker Also would direct attention that a select Committee be appointed to 


enquire into and report upon the best method of rendering the entrance of 
Victoria Harbour more practicable for ships. That the said Committee be 
empowered to call in the aid of professional persons for the above object and 
to learn the probable expense of plans proposed. 

Ordered to be brought forward at next meeting. 


Mr. McKay Moved the second reading of the Bill of Supply: for further money for 


the streets, and two Bridges across the Ravine. 
Seconded by Mr. Pemberton. 
The Speaker explained that he had altered the amount of dollars into pounds. 
Mr. Yates Thought that incorrect but did not think it of importance. 
Second reading agreed to Nem. Con. 


Mr. Skinner Brought in a Bill to Amend the Law relating to Inns & Beer Houses. 


Which having been read Mr. McKay Seconded and the first reading agreed 
to without opposition. 
Notice of Amendment given that Licenses be granted quarterly (J. Kennedy). 


Mr. McKay Then moved the first reading of the Registration of Voters Bill. 


Seconded by Mr. Yates. 

Mr. Pemberton Considered the Bill faulty in every respect, unintelligible and 
unfit for the purpose intended. 

The Amendment not having been seconded was lost. 

First reading agreed to. 


Mr. Pemberton Then moved the first reading of [A bill for the adoption of the 


American currency as a legal tender in this Colony equally with the British 
currency and arranging its equivalent and value for government purposes]. 

Seconded by Mr. Skinner. 

First reading agreed to. 

“Mr. McKay to move at second meeting that a sovereign be equal to Five 
Dollars.” 


3 P. 62 above; see also Victoria Gazette, 20 January 1859. 
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The Speaker Here informed the House that he had received the sum of five hundred 
dollars from Mr. Waddington being the major part of the subscription to the 
bridge over Store St ravine. 

Mr. Pemberton would issue the contract to build bridge. 


Mr. Yates Moved that the proceedings in Committee of last Tuesday relative to 
building a bridge at point Ellice and cutting a gap in the present Bridge be 
reconsidered this day in Committee. 

The Speaker informed the Honble. Member that reconsideration could only 
be asked by one in the minority. And in any case notice for reconsidering 
ought to be given. 

Mr. Yates would take the sense of the House. 

The Speaker replied that a rule of the House could not be altered except by 
motion. 

Mr. Pemberton considered the subject had had consideration enough: it 
was obstructing public business. 

After discussion the motion was lost. 


The House then went into Committee of Ways and Means. 

Mr. Skinner in the Chair. 

Mr. Pemberton Moved that a tonnage duty of 10 cents per ton be put upon 
ships in order to pay the expenses of rebuilding bridge at Point Ellice and 
removing part of the present bridge. 

Mr. Helmcken objected to the proposition on account of its being impolitic 
to place any dues upon shipping at the present time. Ships ought rather to be 
encouraged to come than driven away: he would propose an Amendment 

That the expenses of building the bridge &c. be paid out of the License 
Fund of the ensuing year. 

Mr. McKay seconded the Amendment. 

Mr. Yates would move that the Indian reserve should be purchased from the 
Indians: the ground to be laid out in Town lots, sold to the highest bidder and 
that the proceeds or part of them shall be allotted for the purpose of removing 
obstructions and building Bridges &c. in Victoria Harbour. 

J. Kennedy Seconded the motion. 

Mr. Pembertons Proposition being lost on account of not having been 
seconded Mr. Yates amendment was put. 


In favour of In favour of

J. Skinner. J. D. Pemberton. 


The votes being equal The Chairman gave the casting vote and thus Mr. 
Yates’ proposition carried. 
The House then resumed its sitting. 
Mr. Skinner brought up the Report of the Committee. which was agreed to, Mr. 
Pemberton considering it useless to afford any opposition. 
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“The Bill authorizing the Removal of part of Victoria Bridge and building one at 
Point Ellice” was now brought forward and Mr. Speaker complained of the 
incongruity of voting a source to pay the expenses over which the House had 
no controul: he really did not know what to do with the bill. 

Mr. McKay Seconded the first reading of the Bill. 

Mr. Yates moved that it be read “‘this day six month” but after some warm 
discussion Mr. Yates consented to withdraw the amendment provided that the 
first reading of the Bill should be postponed. 

Agreed to. 


The business of the House having been completed the House adjourned until Tuesday 
next at 11 A. M.

Present: Messrs. J. W. McKay, J. D. Pemberton, J. Kennedy, T. J. Skinner, J. Yates, 
and The Speaker. 

The minutes of the last meeting having been read, The Speaker notified that he had 
committed an error at last meeting in ruling that a member voting in the 
minority had the privilege of moving “to reconsider.” 

A Petition was presented by Mr. Pemberton, signed by Alex C. Anderson, on behalf 
of the shareholders of the “Victoria Steam Navigation Company” praying the 
House to grant an Act of Incorporation. 

Petition referred to Committee. 


Mr. Yates pursuant to notice moved. 

That application be made to his Excellency the Governor for the following 
information, viz. “Has the Government of this island the power to remove the 
Indians (by purchase) from that piece of land in Victoria Harbour known as 
the ‘Indian Reservation’?” Should the Government not have that power, may 
it please his Excellency to inform this House “wherein the Government are 
powerless.” 

Mr. Skinner Seconded the motion. 

Agreed to unanimously. 
Mr. Skinner Moved the first reading of “A Bill to quiet Titles of Aliens holding 
Real Estate.” 

Mr. McKay Seconded the Bill. 

First reading agreed to without opposition. 

Mr. McKay Moved that land in certain Districts be reserved for Educational and 
public purposes—as per notice Jany. 18th. 

Seconded by Mr. Yates. 
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Mr. Pemberton would oppose the motion, on the ground of such reserves 
being objectionable, serving at once to prevent the settlement of the country 
and giving future cause for dispute. The same had been the case in Canada. 

Amendment not seconded. 

A conversation ensued in which it was recommended that such reserves 
should be leased; and it was supposed that an income might be now derived 
from letting the few acres belonging to the Victoria District School. 

Mr. Pemberton wished his opposition to the measure to be recorded. 

Resolution to Address adopted. 


The Speaker Had a motion to propose regarding the entrance to Victoria Harbour, 
but would with permission of the House, bring it forward in Committee. 
Allowed. 


Mr. Skinner Moved the second reading of the Bill to amend the law relating to Inns 

Public and Beer Houses. 

Mr. Yates Seconded the motion. 

Mr. Kennedy Moved that “licenses be granted every three months instead 
Ol six.’ 

Not seconded. 

Mr. Yates Thought Mr. Kennedys Amendment did not go far enough; he 
would move amendments in Committee. 

Second reading agreed to. 


Mr. Pemberton In rising to move the second reading of the Currency Bill, said he 
had heard objections raised by competent persons to his Bill, and further that 
Mr. Speaker had a Bill in his possession upon the same subject; he would like 
the Bill to be read. 

The Speaker with the consent of the House would entrust his Bill to an 
honorable member to move as an amendment to Mr. Pemberton’s. 

Mr. Skinner Seconded the second reading of Mr. Pemberton’s Bill. 

Mr. McKay now read the Bill handed to him by Mr. Speaker as an Amend- 
ment by consent. The Bill enacted that the coin of the United States of 
America should be a tender as legal as the British currency in all monetary 
transaction: and that the value of a sovereign should be four dollars and eighty 
four cents of the Aforesaid American currency; but for Government trans- 
actions only. 

Mr. Pemberton would with consent of the House withdraw his Bill. 

Consent granted. 

Mr. McKay would bring in the Bill entrusted to him at next meeting—as 
well as the Address recommending the establishment of a mint; and that the 
coin therein coined be a decimal currency of the same value as that of the 
United States. 

Leave Granted. 


Mr. Skinner Begged to ask the surveyor General, Mr. Pemberton, Whether any 
steps were likely to be taken to improve the bridge over Rowe’s stream—it 
was a most dangerous place. 

Mr. Pemberton had no instructions to remedy any of the evils of that spot. 
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The Speaker informed the Hon. member for Esquimault that he had had 
communication more than once with his Excellency upon the subject; that the 
spot had been surveyed and an opinion given that by altering the present road 
a little an easy ascent from and descent to the bridge could be made, for 7 to 
800 dollars. The raising of the present bridge was not considered advisable; 
a new wooden bridge would cost 1200$ a stone one 10,000$. The only 
difficulty in the case was “the source of the money.” 

Mr. Pemberton considered that all the owners of property thereabouts being 
wealthy people, could well afford to build a bridge by their subscriptions. 

The Speaker with consent of the House would consult the Executive upon 
the subject. 

Agreed to. 


The House then went into committee. 


Mr. Skinner, Chairman. 

The Bill of Supply for a grant of £250,0.0. for improvements in the streets 
&c. £353, 6s. 8d. for bridges across the ravine brought forward seriatim and 
Agreed to. 


Mr. Helmcken Moved that a select committee be appointed to consider the best 


mode of rendering the entrance to Victoria Harbour more practicable, previous 
notice having been given Jany. 18th. 

Mr. Yates Gladly seconded the motion. 

Mr. Pemberton Moved that the following be added “And to take into 
consideration the propriety of cutting a canal through the portage inlet, with 
the object of improving the Harbour of Victoria and facilitating intercourse 
between that and the Harbour of Esquimault.” 

Agreed to. 


Mr. Pemberton Then brought the petition of Alex C. Anderson under notice and 


it was agreed that the desire of the Petitioner should be granted. 
The House then resumed its sitting. 


Mr. Skinner Brought up the report of the Committee, which having been agreed to 


the Speaker Appointed Mr. Yates, Mr. Pemberton and Mr. McKay to be the 
members of the select committee on the means of improving the entrance to 
Victoria Harbour & propriety of cutting a canal through “the portage as per 
resolution in Committee.” 


Mr. Pemberton Asked leave to bring in a Bill to incorporate the Victoria Steam 


Navigation Compy. 
Leave granted. 


On motion of Mr. Skinner the House adjourned until “this day fortnight” at 11 A. M.

I have received your Address of the 25th ult. praying that certain public lands 
should be reserved in the several Districts of Esquimault, Metchosin, Sodke, Saanitch 
and Cowitchin for educational and public purposes, and I have to communicate to 
you, in reference thereto, that instructions have been issued to Mr. Surveyor-General 
Pemberton requiring him to make large reserves for the general purposes of the 
Government in the Districts of Esquimault, Metchosin, Sodke, Saanitch, Cowitchin 
and Nanaimo and all other Districts in Vancouvers Island, which may hereafter be 
surveyed for settlement.

Mr. Speaker would enquire of the Surveyor General: how much land had 
been reserved; it was not intended that reserves should be made in the address 
for the Church, but for the purposes stated. 


Mr. Pemberton replied that the quantities had not yet been decided upon: 
but with regard to Esquimault there was very little left unsold; he had not 
understood, that he had to make reservations for special purposes. 


Mr. Yates wished to know by whom the land would be selected. 


Mr. Pemberton In reply presumed the Executive would undertake the 
selection. 


The Speaker Then read the following communication. 


Victoria, Vancouvers Island 


To the Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Assembly 


I have to acknowledge your Speakers communication of the 25th Ultimo, 
containing the following resolution, which passed the House on that day. 

That application be made to his Excellency the Governor for the following 
information viz. Has the Government of this Island the power to remove the 
Indians (by purchase) from that piece of land inside Victoria Harbour known 
as the Indian Reservation? Should the Government not have that power, may 
it please His Excellency to inform this House wherein the Government is 


powerless. 
(J. Yates) 


In reply to the foregoing resolution I have to observe that previously to the 
grant of Vancouvers Island to the Hudsons Bay Co. the whole island was vested in 
the Crown as part of its domains. 

When the Settlement at Victoria was formed certain reservations were made in 
favour of the native Indian tribes. 

They were to be protected in their original right of fishing on the Coasts and in 
the Bays of the Colony, and of hunting over all unoccupied Crown Lands: and they 
were also to be secured in the enjoyment of their village sites and cultviated fields. 


Ue: 
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These rights they have since enjoyed in full and the Reserves of land covering 
their Village sites and cultivated fields have all been distinctly marked on the maps 
and surveys of the Colony, and the faith of Government is pledged, that their occu- 
pation shall not be disturbed. 

For that reason the Government will not cause them to be removed, because it 
is bound by the faith of a solemn engagement to protect them in the enjoyment of 
those Agrarian rights. 

It may further interest the House to know that the Title to those Lands is vested 
in the Crown, and that the Indians of themselves can convey no Title to any part of 
their Reserves either by sale or lease. 


The presence of those Indians so near the Town is a public inconvenience, but 
their violent removal would be neither just nor politic. 


I therefore propose as a remedy to enter into arrangements with their consent 
to subdivide the reserve adjacent to Victoria, and to let it out on leases to persons 
who will undertake to build and to make other improvements upon it, and to apply 
the whole proceeds of those Leases, to the general benefit of the Indians interested. 
That is by providing them with a School House and Teacher, who will probably be 
a Missionary Clergyman, for the education of their children, and to endeavour thus 
to raise them morally and socially to a higher position than they now occupy in 
the Colony. 

By such means a great benefit, worthy of the philanthropy of our country, will 
be conferred upon the Indians themselves, while at the same time the improvement 
and increase of the Town of Victoria will not be retarded by their unprofitable occu- 
pation of one of its most valuable portions.

Mr. Yates considered the communication most unsatisfactory, and an 
avoidance of the information asked for: a process in fact of circumlocution. 
He thought the Indians ought and could be removed by purchase to another 
reserve and then the present reserve sold and the proceeds devoted to improve- 


ments in Victoria. 


Mr. McKay Did not think committing a robbery upon Indians the most 
praiseworthy method of making improvements either in Victoria or elsewhere. 


Mr. Yates gave notice of his intention to move at a future meeting. 


Ist That as it is expedient to raise funds for the purpose of making 


immediate improvements in Victoria Harbour; That the Indian reservation 
be laid off into Town lots and that the ground unoccupied by the Indians 
shall be sold to the highest bidders without delay. 


2nd To move for a special committee to enquire of the Indians How 
many years they have used that piece of land as a place of residence? 
What induced them to come to it and in what part of the country did they 
formerly reside. The report of the Committee to be forwarded to the 
Governor for the purpose of enabling his Excellency the Governor to 
understand fully, all the circumstances relating to the case of the Indians 
coming to reside where they now are. 


3rd That an Address be presented to his Excellency the Governor, 
praying for the immediate removal of the northern Indians from the Town 
of Victoria. 


Mr. Skinner Gave notice of his intention to re-introduce the “Bill for the protection 


of Game at certain seasons of the year.” 
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Mr. McKay Moved the first reading of the “Bill to constitute the coinage of the 


Mr. 


United States of America a legal tender.” 

Mr. Yates Seconded the motion. 

First reading agreed to. 

Several Amendments to be moved in Committee relative to the value of the 
sovereign. 


Pemberton Moved that the Bill to incorporate the Victoria Steam-Navigation 
Company, be read a first time. 

Bill read. 

Mr. McKay seconded the motion. 

First reading agreed to and the Bill ordered to be printed. 


. Skinner begged to be allowed to withdraw the “Bill to quiet certain Titles 


derived through Aliens.” He wished to make Amendments therein. 
Leave granted. 


Mr. McKay Moved the second reading of the Registration of Voters bill. 


Mr. Yates Seconded the motion. 

Mr. Pemberton Altho. he felt opposition hopeless, still would move as an 
Amendment that the bill be read “this day six months.” The Bill he considered 
totally inadequate for the purpose intended; very badly drawn up; full of 
errors; spoke of cities when none existed; and of offices (not in existence) yet 
to be created. The Bill had come in the wrong place, as a Franchise Bill ought 
to have preceeded it. “Who was a voter? Who was to pay the Registrars? and 
what was to be their salaries?” 

Amendment not seconded. 

The Bill was then read a second time. 


Mr. McKay Moved that the “Bill of Supply” be read a third time. 


Mr. Pemberton Seconded the motion. 
The Bill was then read a third time and passed. 


The House then adjourned after some opposition and division until Friday next at 


11 A. M. then to go into Committee to consider the Bill for the Registration 
of Voters and the Bill to Amend the law relating to Inns and Beer Houses.

that his Excellency will impress upon Her Majestys Government the imperative 
necessity of sending Commissioners to this Island without delay for the 
purpose of making a thorough investigation into the affairs of the Colony 
before releasing the Hudsons Bay Company from their responsible Government. 


(James Yates) 


2nd That His Excellency the Governor will inform this House of repre- 
sentatives if the Indians who formerly owned the lands in the following 
Districts, viz. Nanaimo, Victoria, Esquimault, Metchosin and Sodke have been 
paid in full; if so paid, do they fully understand that they have no further 
claims upon the Government for said lands, and may it please his Excellency 
to state the cost of said lands per square mile. 


The Speaker gave notice that in a future Committee he would move an Address to 
his Excellency upon the subjects of the reserves of land in various districts, 
which the House had proposed “for schools &c.,” but which his Excellency had 
altered “for General Government purposes”. He would propose that the 
terms of the resolution of the House be complied with or that his Excellency 
would Guarrantee that the reserve should not be disposed of in any way 
excepting with the consent of Legislature. 


Mr. Yates moved that a competent person be appointed to the Clerkship of the 
House. 
The Speaker suggested that a decent salary had better be proposed also: 
and that the appointment did not rest with the House. 


Mr. McKay Then, according to previous notice brought forward ‘“‘A Bill to amend 
the representation of the people in Vancouvers Island.” 
The Bill having been read. 
Mr. Kennedy seconded the same. 
First reading agreed to without opposition. 
Bill ordered to be printed. 


Mr. Skinner Brought forward a “Bill for the Preservation of Game at certain seasons 
of the year.” 
He had brought forward a similar Bill some time since but had withdrawn 
the same for improvement: he considered the Bill would be very beneficial. 
Mr. Pemberton Seconded the Bill. 
First reading agreed to without opposition. 


The House then went into Committee. 

Mr. Yates moved That the Indian reserve be sold and the proceeds taken 
after paying the Indians for the improvement of Victoria Harbour and other 
improvements. (see notice of motion Febr. 8th) 

The motion not seconded but a discussion arose. 

Mr. Yates declared the Indians a nuisance often insulting to the modesty of 
females or families and ought to be removed. That his Excellency the Gover- 
nors proposition was absurd, because whilst the Indians remained in a position 
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where spirits could so easily be had, nothing could be done in the way of 
civilizing them; besides the income derived from the sale of part of the reserve 
as proposed by his Excellency would bring in an enormous income, which 
would only be wasted or give room for gross speculation; if the proceeds were 
applied to the purpose intended by the Governor, the Indians would have such 
an idea of the value of land that hereafter their title could not be extinguished 
by this means. 

Mr. Pemberton Thought that in common justice the land reserved for the 
Indians ought to be used for their benefit; it was only now that these lands 
had become valuable, that the Indians were found to be a nuisance; if bad 
spirits were the cause of preventing the improvement of Indians let the grog 
shops be removed. He thought if the Indians enquired how we had acquired 
their lands that we should stand in a much worse light than they would with 
their reserve. 

After some further discussion, the motion was lost, not having been seconded. 


Mr. Yates then moved That a select Committee be appointed &c. (see notice of 
motion Febr. 8th). 

Mr. Helmcken considered the motion a gross insult and if agreed to would 
be a lasting disgrace to the House: he would propose that the subject should 
not even be entered upon. 

Mr. Yates did not see or intend any insult. 


Motion lost without division. 


Mr. Helmcken Proposed that the Bill for the Registration of Voters be now pro- 
ceeded with. 

But it was agreed that the House should adjourn until two oClock. 

At two oClock the House resumed its sitting and the Bill brought forward. 

Mr. Helmcken had several Amendments to propose, but many of them were 
trivial, some mere corrections of clerical errors and one or two only of much 
importance: he would propose them in the various clauses as they came 
forward. 

In preamble. After words “Registrar of every district” add “or Districts 
combined.” 

Mr. Helmcken merely intended by this that instead of a Registrar being 
appointed for every “electoral district” that one Registrar would serve for 
more than one. 

Mr. Kennedy Seconded the motion. 

Mr. Pemberton considered that this would remedy a great objection he had 
to the bill. 

Amendment agreed to and ordered to be part of the Preamble. 

The same amendment was inserted in Clause 1st Clause 2nd Clause 4th 
Clause 13th after words “Registrar of district.” 

In Preamble. After words “House of Assembly” add of Vancouvers Isld. 

Agreed. 

In Clause 2nd. After words (situated four lines from bottom) “the said 
registrar shall keep a true copy of such list” add “affixed near the door of his 
house” and erase “without payment of any fee.” 
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This same amendment inserted in same situation in Clause 3. 

In Clause 3rd instead of “last day of April” insert “20th day of April.” 

In clause 3rd about middle of clause erase “or personally to deliver to his 
tenant described in such list.” 

In clause 5 instead of “barrister or barristers” erase “or barristers” and do 
the same whenever it appears in same clause; and where “he or they” appears 
in reference thereto erase “or they” and instead of “courts” say “Court.” 


In clause 5th instead of saying “‘in some of the newspapers circulating within 
the district city or township” erase “district city or township” and in their place 
insert “Colony.” 

In clause 5th erase the following words “‘and where two or more barristers 
shall be appointed for the same district or town, they shall attend at the same 
places together, but shall sit apart from each other and hold separate courts 
at the same time for the despatch of business.” 

And after instead of word “crown” say “Government.” 

In clause 6th About middle of clause instead of “last day of April” say “20th 
day of April.” 

And about 10 lines lower down instead of “voting in the election of 
members” say “voting in the election of a member or members.” 

In clause 7 near the bottom instead of “last day of April” say “20th day 
of April.” 

Two lines lower down after the words “member or members” add “to serve 
in” and at the end of the clause after word “district” say “city or town.” 


Mr. Helmcken Moved that clause 8 be expunged. 


He did so upon the ground that the land office could give but little informa- 
tion and secondly the record office was not in existence. He also thought that 
it was likely to lead to too much prying into other mens affairs and lead to 
trouble. 

Mr. Pemberton seconded the motion After discussion. 

Agreed to and the clause ordered to be erased. 

Clause 9th after “held after” say “15th day of July.” 

Mr. Helmcken moved that after the words “shall have power to administer 
an Oath” say “and also the following oath.” “You swear that you are a natural 
(or naturalized) born subject of Her Majesty, that you have never become 
the naturalized citizen or subject of any foreign state or nation: and that you 
have not taken any oath of Allegiance to any foreign power state or nation 
nor abjured Your Queen or country.” 

Mr. McKay Seconded the Amendment. 


After discussion the oath was unanimously Agreed to and ordered to be 
inserted. 


In clause 10, 11, 12, wherever the term “clerk of Supreme Court” appears, 
erase “clerk” and in its place insert ‘Registrar’ so that it will read Registrar 
of Supreme Court and at the end of clause 10 say “And that no person shall 
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vote at any election of a member or members to serve in the House of Assembly 
of Vancouvers Island except he be upon the register.” 

Mr. Helmcken Moved that Clause 15th be left out or erased. 

He did so because the Sheriff was no more and the list had been lost. 

Mr. Kennedy Seconded the Amendment. 

Agreed to unanimously and ordered to be erased. 

The Schedule now came on. 

Schedule H at the end of title add “or town.” 

Schedule H After words “to transmit on or before the 20th day of April in 
this year a claim in writing, containing” add the following declaration “I do 
solemnly and sincerely declare that I am a natural born (or naturalized) 
subject of Her Majesty and that I have never become a naturalized citizen or 
subject of any foreign power state or nation, and that I have never taken any 
oath of allegiance to any foreign power state or nation nor abjured my Queen 
or country.” 

In same Schedule after words “Persons omitting to deliver or transmit 
such claim” add “and declaration.” 

In Schedule H. No. 2 at the end of last line before the signature add “and 
I do solemnly and sincerely declare that I am a natural born or naturalized 
subject of Her Majesty and that I have never become the naturalized citizen 
or subject of any foreign power state or nation and that I have never taken any 
oath of Allegiance to any foreign power state or nation nor abjured my Queen 
or country.” 

In No. 7 insert the same declaration in same place. 

The Registration of Voters Bill thus passed through the Committee. 

The next subject brought forward was A Bill to amend the law relating to Inns 
Public and Beer Houses. 

Mr. Pemberton moved at 5th line instead of the words “in case of emergency” 
insert “at their discretion.” 

And before “half yearly” insert “quarterly or” both at the sixth and last 
line but one. 

These amendments were agreed to. 

The business of the Committee having been completed the House resumed 
its sitting. 

Mr. Skinner Brought up the report of the Committee, which having been agreed to, 
the House adjourned until this day week at 11 A.M.

The House of Assembly having had placed before them Your Excelys. com- 
munication of 15th Feby. relating to the Indian Reserve in Victoria Harbour; the 
tenure upon which the Indians hold this Reserve together with the observation that 
the Government would not cause their removal therefrom in that a treaty had been 
entered into with them “That their possession should not be disturbed” but at the 
same time proposing the plan of leasing a portion thereof & applying the proceeds 
to purposes, which would tend to raise those Indians from their present degraded 
state & at the same time attach to the Town of Victoria one of its most valuable 
portions. 

The House of Assembly in reply to that communication would respectfully 
observe that the proposed plan of leasing part of the Indian Reserve and allowing 
the Indians to continue upon the remainder is open to several objections. 

1stly That the contiguity of the Indians would diminish very greatly the 
value of the land and that the buildings erected thereon would be of a very 
temporary character. 

2ndly That when the Indians who by right now occupy this Reserve 
become extinct, which will probably be the case in a very few years, this 

Reserve would again become the property of the Crown instead of being the 

property of the Town of Victoria. 
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3rdly That the water frontage of the Reserve cannot be claimed by the 
Indians & therefore wharves could not be erected for their benefit. 


4thly That the very fact of a Town rising up around the Indians would be 
the surest means of defeating the end proposed vizt. that of civilizing the 
Indians, it being a well known fact that the presence of large numbers of white 
men among Indians has the effect of rendering the latter more vicious. 


5thly That the Indians being retained in their present position would 
have the effect of constantly drawing in a number from among neighbouring 
tribes & thus prolonging the existence of the present Indian Village, which 
Ought by every means to be avoided. 


The House of Assembly would therefore humbly suggest a plan for your 
Exclys. consideration which whilst on the one hand would do no injustice to the 
Indians, on the other would be very beneficial to the Town of Victoria and important 
to the Colony generally. 


In proposing this plan the house would have it particularly understood, that 
they have neither the wish nor the intention of violently removing the present tribe, 
but that their departure would be with their consent & not otherwise & therefore with 
the utmost deference suggest. 


1stly That negociations should be entered into with the Songees Indians 
or their Agents for the purpose of obtaining their removal from Victoria 
Harbour to some other suitable spot (Belle-Vue Island for instance) to be 
agreed upon for their future residence. 


2ndly The Indians having agreed to such, then the present Reserve to be 
sold, with the exception of the water frontage and portions for public purposes. 


3rdly The proceeds of such sale to be taken by the Government of Van- 
couvers Island with the exception of so much as may be required for building 
a School House & for defraying the cost of the survey. 


4thly Interest to be allowed upon the money thus taken by the Govern- 
ment, at the rate of 5 pr cent pr annum for Ten years & at the rate of 212 pr 
cent per annum for Ten years more, but that at the end of Twenty years the 
interest shall cease & determine and the debt be as tho’ it had never existed 
(Always provided the Indians exist so long). The Interest thus accruing to be 
for the benefit of the Songees Indians or those who have a right in the present 
Reserve & none others & to be applied in the manner recommended in Your 
Exclys. communication. 


Sthly The interest to be paid by means of Taxes levied upon persons hold- 
ing property in the Town of Victoria as to be enacted by the Legislature of 
Vancouvers Island. 


6thly The proceeds of the sale & such other sums as may be derived from 
the water frontage (only a portion of which is available) to be employed 
for the purpose of making the Harbour of Victoria more available, removing 
obstructions therein, taking away Victoria Bridge & building a new Bridge at 
point Ellis as determined upon by the Legislature. 


Such is an outline of the plan the House would lay before Your Excely. for 
consideration; but if the same should not be found available or considered unsuit- 
able, or the original plan adopted the House would rather remove the present 
Victoria Bridge & thus at once isolate the Indians as well as lay open a portion of 
Victoria Harbour possessing every convenience for Shipping & having a frontage 
better adapted for wharves & of greater extent than those of the Indian Village, 
and at the same time the size of the Harbour would be increased instead of dimin- 
ished (as it would be by building wharves from the Indian Reserve) and free scope 
given to the enterprize of those who holding property above the Bridge have not 
been able to make the same available for mercantile purposes, thus not only inflicting 
private injury but doing much harm to Vancouvers Island generally. 


The House beg to assure Your Excely. of every respect and confidence. 


Mr. Pemberton Then postponed his Address to His Excly. the Governor 
until next meeting. 
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Pemberton moved that the Committee on “Currency Bill” be postponed. 
Mr. Yates seconded. 
Carried unanimously. 


. Yates Informed the House that the Report of Select Committee appointed to

Committee. 


The Speaker then read the following communication from His Excellency the 
Governor. 


Government House 
Victoria, Vancouvers Island 
7th May 1859 


To the Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Assembly 


I have received a communication from your Speaker dated on the 4th of this 
present month, conveying copy of a Resolution which had passed the House on that 
day to the following effect, 

“That, as His Excellency the Governor has determined on removing some of 
the Government offices from a central position of the Town to the South end of it, 
as well as having a Bridge constructed 800 feet in length leading thereto, the erection 
of which and removal of Government offices has not been brought before the people 
for their consent, therefore this House protests against the action adopted by His 
Excellency and declares the same to be unconstitutional and a breach of privilege.” 


(Mr. Yates) 


I have to inform the House in reply to the subject of that Resolution, that it 
has been determined to erect certain buildings, to serve the public offices for the 
Colony, on the South side of Victoria Harbour, and to connect them by means of a 
Bridge over James Bay with Government Street, so as to render them of convenient 
access to the public. 

I have resorted to that measure simply because such offices had not been pro- 
vided by the Colony, and because they are pressingly wanted for the public Service; 
and the South Side of Victoria Harbour has been selected as the Site whereon they 
are to be erected, on account of its being airy spacious and convenient, and acquired 
without expense, while by isolation from the Town, it is in a great measure secured 
against the danger of conflagration, and because it is impossible to procure a Site of 
Extent sufficient for the purpose, in the centre of the town without incurring an 
enormous outlay of money. 

I did not think it necessary to consult the House concerning the erection of those 
buildings for the reason that the House was not called upon to defray their cost and 
because the House has, on all occasions, declined to take any responsibility in such 
purely Executive matters, or (with one exception) to provide funds for any Colonial 
improvements whatever. 
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Thus the support and maintenance of places for public worship, of the Colonial 
Schools; the Salaries of the Clergymen and Teachers; the Construction of Roads; 
the erection of the Police Courts; of the Custom House and other public edifices; 
the Establishment of a Police Force; the administration of Justice; and all other 
measures providing for the public safety and convenience, have been thrown 
entirely upon my hands, without any pecuniary aid or assistance from the House 
of Assembly. 


I will remind the House of Assembly of the reply to a message from me dated 
on the 9th of August last, representing the insufficiency of the Public Jail, and 
requesting their aid in providing better prison accommodation, and for the erection 
of an Hospital for the relief of the indigent sick. 


The House on that, as on other occasions, did not grant the desired aid, and 
threw the entire onus of erecting such buildings on the Executive. 


In respect to the expense of the Public offices now required, I have made a 
demand on the Agent and representative of the Hudsons Bay Company, the pro- 
prietors of Vancouvers Island, to provide the necessary funds; and he has agreed to 
defray all expense of erecting such buildings. 


I have also to remind the House of Assembly that the building now occupied 
as a Government office, as well as that used for the Land office, are the property of 
the Hudsons Bay Co. and that those buildings have not been removed, as the Reso- 
lution of the House may be understood to imply; but merely surrendered to the 
Agent of that Company, on his undertaking to provide for the erection of other 
buildings for the Public offices of the Colony. 


The offices immediately required are; a Treasury with fireproof vault; a Barrack 
for the Military Guard; a Land office; an office for the Registrar of Deeds and Con- 
veyances; an office for the Colonial Secretary; a House for the Legislative Assembly; 
a Supreme Court; an official Residence for the Governor; and other buildings of 
inferior importance. 


A moments consideration will satisfy the House that no site sufficiently spacious 
for the location of so many buildings, is obtainable in the centre of the town, without 
involving a very large outlay of money in buying out the rights of the present holders 
of land, which is now selling on Yates Street at the rate of £21 sterling a front foot, 
and that it would be neither proper nor judicious to pack the public offices of the 
Colony into a confined space without regard to arrangement and to the proper distri- 
bution of air and light. 


The site which I have selected for the location of those buildings is recom- 
mended by many advantages; it being dry, airy and spacious, containing 10 Acres of 
Land, having a cheerful aspect, an extensive view, and being a public reserve, is 
acquired without expense. I propose to concentrate the public offices on that spot 
after a plan laid out on the most approved principles for health convenience and 
ornament. 


The only objection made to the Site when the question was debated in Council, 
was its distance by the circuitous street around James’ Bay from the centre of the 
Town; and, as that would be no doubt, have been felt as a serious inconvenience, 
in order to remove it I agreed to the construction of a Bridge as an Extension of 
Government Street. 


The erection of the Bridge has been contracted for at an expense of Three 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars, or about Eight Hundred pounds, which does not 
exceed the value of half a building lot in Centre of the Town. 


I have further to observe that no part of the expense of those buildings has been 
provided for by the House of Assembly, or out of any monies which have been 
raised by their means, the whole cost being in the first place provided for by the 
Hudsons Bay Company, and having ultimately to be borne by the Crown; therefore 
the whole establishment will remain the property of the Crown till otherwise dis- 
posed of. 


I would further remark for the information of the House that the Crown may 
lawfully construct Bridges, in any situation where they do not interfere with private 
rights and are conducive to public convenience, and I presume the House is not 
disposed to question that right. 
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Disclaiming any intention and assuming no right, to question the opinion of the 
House as to the nature and extent of its own privileges, I have entered into the 
Explanations herein given, to prove that the course I have, in this case, pursued, was 
dictated by necessity, implies no discourtesy to the House; was founded on prece- 
dent; violates no Constitutional Law; and is admitted on all sides to be of great 
public advantage.

The Speaker In answer to a question put by Mr. McKay on a previous occasion, 


said that the “New License Law” was before the Council, but he thought it 
improbable that it would pass in its present form. 


The House went into Committee of Ways and Means, “to provide for the laying 
down of Buoys &c. in Victoria Harbour,” and The Consideration of the follow- 
ing Bills. 

“Bill respecting the property of Religious Institutions in Vancouvers’ Island.” 
“Bill respecting Marriages in Vancouvers’ Island.” 


Mr. Skinner in the Chair. 
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1 o’clock p. m. The House resumed its sitting. 


The Chairman brought up the Report of the Committee. 

The Committee on Ways and means had adopted the following answer to 
His Excellency the Governors’ requisition for £400. for the Buoying &c. of 
Victoria Harbour, moved by Mr. Pemberton, Seconded by Mr. Yates. 


In reply to Your Excellency’s requisition for £400., for the purpose of Buoying 
&c. Victoria Harbour, The House begs respectfully to inform Your Excellency that 
they have no funds, but strongly recommend the “Execution of the same.” 


The “Bill respecting the property of Religious Institutions” was considered. 
The Clauses having been read and agreed to. 


Mr. Helmcken moved that the following Clause be added to the Bill, “That 
nothing in this Bill shall empower any Trustees of any Religious Body to 
construct or occupy or use lands for Burial purposes within Towns or Cities in 
Vancouvers Island or its dependencies.” 

Seconded by Mr. McKay, and Carried. (passed Committee) 


The “Bill respecting Marriages in Vancouvers’ Island and its Dependencies” was 
considered. 


Section IX was expunged. 


In Section XI the word “void” in Marginal note, was ordered to be altered 
to “valid.” 


And the Bill as Amended passed the Committee. 


Mr. Helmcken recommended the introduction of a Bill for the Registration of Births 
and Deaths. 


On Motion that the Report of the Committee be agreed to, Mr. Yates objected, 
Saying he wished to move for a reconsideration of Mr. Pemberton’s motion in 
answer to His Excellency the Governors requisition for £400 for Buoying 
Victoria Harbour. 

Mr. Yates motion for reconsideration having been Seconded by Mr. Skinner, 
was lost, and the Report of the Committee was agreed to. 


On Motion of Mr. McKay, Seconded by Mr. Skinner, “The Bill to Compel the com- 
pletion of certain Streets already or about to be macadamized,” was read a 
Second time. 


On Motion of Mr. Yates, Seconded by Mr. McKay, “The Franchise Bill” was read a 
First Time. 
Mr. McKay moved that it be read a Second time on Tuesday the 24th instant. 
Seconded by Mr. Yates, and Carried. 


The House was adjourned until tomorrow, Tuesday May 17th at 11 oclock A. M.

The House went into Committee of the Whole to take into consideration the message 
of His Excellency the Governor dated May 7th. 


Mr. Skinner in the Chair. 
At 1% oclock p. m. the House resumed its sitting. 


The Chairman brought up the report of the Committee. 


The Governers’ Message having been read, The Chairman asked what reply 
Should be made thereto? 


Mr. Yates moved that the communication should simply be acknowledged 
without comment. 


Mr. Pemberton would add “that His Excellency be thanked for the courteous 
information contained in his message.” 


Mr. Yates objected, he did not perceive any courtesy at all in the message. 


Mr. Helmcken had waited patiently for gentlemen on the other side to offer 
some resolution in answer to His Excellency’s message, but as they seemed 
unable to agree, he would offer some remarks. The Governors message would 
shew that the motion of the House on the 4th instant was erroneous—that it was 
founded on the erroneous supposition that a removal of Government offices 
was to take place; and he (Mr. Helmcken) thought that when the House was 
convinced it had acted erroneously, the most dignified course was to acknowl- 
edge the error, and recede from the resolution it had passed; he would move 
“That the motion of 4th May be Expunged from the Books of the House.” 

Mr. Yates said the motion, according to parliamentary rules, could not be 
expunged. 

Mr. Helmcken did not agree with the Hon. Member; he cited the case of Mr. 
Wilkes in the House of Commons, who had been expelled, and afterwards 
reelected, and all motions against him were ordered to be expunged from the 
books. 5 

Mr. Pemberton was of opinion that the least the House could do, was to 
acknowledge the Message courteously, the motion had been carried under the 
erroneous supposition that the land about to be sold and the buildings to be 
removed were Government property, when in fact they were the property of 
the Hudsons Bay Company. 

Mr. Yates said his motion of 4th May was not founded upon information 
either correct or incorrect, but entirely upon the unconstitutionality of the 
Governors action; and he was surprised to hear the Hon. Member (Mr. 
Pemberton) give utterances to such an explanation as that about “incorrect 
information.”

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Mr. Pemberton moved the following resolution: 


The House of Assembly begs to acknowledge the receipt of your Excellencys’ 
courteous and candid reply, to thank your Excellency for the information therein 
contained, and further to state that in their communication to your Excellency dated 
May 4th containing the following resolution of the House 


That, as His Excellency the Governor has determined on removing some 
of the Government offices from a central position of the Town to the South 
End of it, as well as having a Bridge constructed 800 feet in length leading 
thereto, the erection of which and removal of Government offices has not been 
brought before the Representatives of the people for their consent. 


Therefore, this House protests against the action adopted by His Excellency 
and declares the same to be unconstitutional and a breach of privilege. 


(Mr. Yates) 


They were actuated by information which was incorrect. 


Seconded by Mr. Helmcken and Carried. 
Mr. Yates only protesting against it. 


Mr. Helmcken moved that the following address be added to Mr. Pemberton’s 
resolution, and transmitted to His Excellency the Governor, 


But the House cannot allow the following remarks of your Excellency to remain 
unnoticed, 


I did not think it necessary to consult the House concerning the erection 
of those Buildings, for the reason that the House was not called upon to defray 
their cost, and because the House has on all occasions declined to take any 
responsibility in such purely Executive matters, or, with one exception to 
provide funds for any colonial improvements whatever. 


Thus the support and maintenance of places for public worship, of the 
Colonial Schools, the salaries of the Clergymen and Teachers, the construction 
of Roads, the erection of the Police Courts, of the Custom House, and other 
public edifices, the establishment of a Police Force, the Administration of Jus- 
tice, and all other measures providing for the public safety and convenience, 
have been thrown entirely upon my hands, without any pecuniary aid or 
assistance whatever from the House of Assembly. 


I will remind the House of Assembly of the reply to a message from me 
dated the 9th of August last, representing the insufficiency of the public jail, 
and requesting their aid in providing better prison accommodation, and for 
the erection of a Hospital for the relief of the indigent Sick. The House on 
that, as on other occasions, did not grant the desired aid, and threw the entire 
onus of erecting such Buildings on the Executive. 


In reply to these declarations, the House must refer to various resolutions and 
the replies thereto, to show that the policy of the House was not intended to throw 
all the onus and responsibility upon Your Excellency’s hands, of which such loud 
complaint is made, but on the contrary with an exactly opposite desire. 


The House of Assembly met for the first time August 12th 1856, and on the 
28th of November of the same year requisition is made to know “what funds are 
under the controul of the House?” 


December 6th 1856 the following reply is received, 


I am not at present prepared to give the House a decided and reliable 
answer. My own impression however is, that the House can exercise a direct 
controul only over the revenue raised in the Colony through the Act of the 
General Legislature. The Revenue derived from the Tax on Licensed Houses, 
is therefore I conceive the only one at our disposal: the proceeds arising from 
Land Sales, Royalties &c: being remitted and placed to account of the Reserve 
Fund in England, which is however also exclusively applicable for Colonial 
purposes, with the exception of 10 per cent allowed by virtue of the charter 
of Grant to the Hudsons Bay Co. 
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August 17th it is resolved “that in the opinion of this House the income derived 
from the Customs Department is under the controul of the Legislature such income 
being derived in virtue of regulations made by the Colonial Government.” 


A reply to this is received August 23rd 1858. 


“That the Income derived from the dues on Shipping must in the first place 
be applied to the payment of the officers employed and the other necessary 
Expenses of the Department, and should any Balance remain after paying those 
Expenses, the sum will be applied to meet the General Expenditure of the 
Colony. 


When Customs Duties are levied in this Colony which is however not the 
case at present, the revenue so raised will be at the disposal of the Colonial 
Legislature. 


By these documents your Excellency will perceive that the Trust Fund and other 
proprietary revenues have not been at the disposal of the Legislature, and therefore 
when the House transmitted “The Report of the Select Committee appointed to 
enquire into the Postal arrangements of the Colony” (April 7th 1857) and also 
transferred a petition from certain Colonists praying for “Roads and improvements 
of Roads” recommending the same to the attention of your Excellency, and when 
to the same the following reply was received (April 21st 57). 


I have received the Report of the Committee on Postal arrangements and 
the Petition from certain Colonists praying for the improvements of part of the 
public roads and for the opening new Roads in the District of Victoria. 


Feeling the great importance of the objects recommended in those papers, 
I am of opinion that no time should be lost in providing means for initiating 
a Postal system, securing at once the twofold object of safety and despatch in 
the transmission and delivery of letters, and also that a provision should be 
immediately voted by the House for the improvement and opening of Public 
Roads. 


The probable outlay which will thereby be incurred will be about £1400.0.0. 
The House reported (May 5th 1857) 


That there are not any funds at its disposal to meet the suggestion relating 
to the construction of a postal system. 


With regard to appropriating £900 for Roads. The House is of opinion 
that the legitimate funds for such purposes are those derived from Sales of 
Land, Royalties &c. but the House having been given to understand, that the 
sums derived from such sources are not under the controul of the Legislature, 
cannot make any appropriation therefrom, and indeed the documents already 
laid before the House, indicate that such funds have already been exhausted. 


The House has also reason to believe that the Income of the present year 
will not more than balance the expenditure, and therefore if the appropriation 
were made the House would be under the necessity of raising the Amount. 


But the House is humbly of opinion that it would be unconstitutional to 
levy taxes until the Legislature be more complete, and the Town represented 
as well as the Districts, and the House further conceives, that before such a step 
were taken as that of raising taxes, the entire revenue ought to be placed under 
the Controul of the Legislature of this Island to be by them appropriated as 
might be deemed most expedient to the welfare of the Colony. 


Upon these grounds the House cannot make the appropriations suggested, 
but can only recommend that if such roads cannot be made, their course should 
be plainly marked out, until the time arrives that sufficient funds shall be at 
hand to complete such ways of communication. 


From these documents it will appear that so far from the House wishing to 
thrust all the burthen upon your Excellency, it only had the desire that the funds 
should be placed under the controul of the Legislature, and thus relieve your Excel- 
lency from the great responsibility; but it is admitted that the House has no right 
to claim any controul over these funds. 


It will moreover appear that the principle that has guided the House is explained 
by the preceeding records. 
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In order to fulfill our part of the requirement a Bill passed the House June Ist 
1857 “To enfranchise the Town of Victoria” and was forwarded to Your Excellency 
and Council, where it still remains for consideration. 

It will now be apparent “why the House has declined” to provide “funds for any 
improvement whatever” and the House will give one more reason, vizt.: that the 
Charter of Grant of the Island to the Hudson’s Bay Co. especially provides that 
the Civil and Military expenses should be borne by the Hudson’s Bay Co., such 
expenses to be repaid them should the Crown resume possession of the Island. 


The House therefore considered that any debt incurred without their consent, 
would be borne by the Hudson’s Bay Co., and ultimately by the Crown, and could 
not be thrust upon the Colonists hereafter, without their consent having been first 
obtained. 


The House is reminded of a reply to a message of the 9th August from your 
Excellency, wherein requisition is made for funds to construct a prison. 


The House has referred to the same and finds in its reply, 


The House presumes a new one (prison) will have to be built and is more- 
over of opinion that the proper funds for that purpose are those derived from 
the Sales of Land &c. over which the House, as stated by your Excellency, has 
no controul, and therefore is relieved from voting any sum of money for the 
above purpose. 


Your Excellency will observe that the principle here continued is the one adopted by 
the House (May Sth 1857). 


With regard to the Hospital the House resolved. 


The House does not consider such an Institution should be supported by 
the Colonial Government, but thinks that such benevolent objects should be 
left to the good feeling and charity of the public, but at the same time the 
House agrees, that when such an Institution is properly projected and in process 
of being carried out the Government should lend assistance to the scheme and 
promote the same in every constitutional way. 


There is nothing in this which the House would alter. 


With regard to the support and maintenance of Clergymen and places of public 
worship, The House has already resolved 


That the House was averse to making reserves for the purpose of endowing 
or supporting any religious establishment, considering the same unadvisable and 
objectionable. 


So that the opinion of the House is, that the Church should support itself. 


As to the expense of the public Buildings already or about to be erected not 
being defrayed by the House; the House considers the building of those to be incum- 
bent upon (when found necessary) the Hudson’s Bay Co. by virtue of the Grant of 
the Island; therefore the onus of erecting those buildings has not been thrown upon 
your Excellency by the House of Assembly, but rather that the burden lies upon your 
shoulders by virtue of position and controul of the funds, the House not having been 
allowed to share the weight, by not having had given to them a voice in the controul 
of those funds; a voice they could not claim by right, but which they hoped and 
do hope to acquire. 


The House having thus by explaining the course it has pursued, exonerated 
itself from the charges made, would at the same time not detract from the credit 
and honor due to your Excellency for the Exemplary manner in which for the last 
eight years the Government of this Island has been carried on, and are not unmindful 
of the indefatigable exertions made to advance her prosperity; not only by constance 
watchfulness but also by the judicious use of the funds entrusted to your charge. 


The Address having been Seconded by Mr. McKay, was carried, by the

Your petitioners the undersigned actual residents of this Colony, and deeply 
interested in its prosperity, having viewed with alarm the departure of many of Her 
Majesty’s Loyal Subjects and others from this Colony to the neighbouring Republic, 
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and having learned that their departure has been induced by the difficulty of obtain- 
ing Agricultural Lands at once, on application, and by not being obtainable on such 
terms as would afford equal encouragement to actual Settlers, in this Colony, as are 
offered in the neighbouring Republic, and believing that we shall lose many more 
of Her Majesty’s Loyal Subjects and others whom it is desirable to retain, as well 
as induce those who are now on the way here or desirous of coming, to turn their 
attention to Countries where greater encouragement is offered to Agriculturalists 
and pursuaded that except the Land System of the Colony is materially modified, 
the prosperity and settlement of the Country will be seriously retarded, and believing 
that the encouragement of Agriculture is the surest way to secure the enduring 
prosperity of the Country and that a Liberal Land System is best calculated to 
rapidly populate the Colony, and holding that the Public Lands are the patrimony 
of the People vested in the Crown for their benefit, and presuming that Your 
Honorable Body have at heart the well being and prosperity of the Country, and 
are desirous of introducing those changes which you may deem necessary to secure 
so desirable a result. 

Therefore, Your Petitioners would respectfully submit to your Honorable Body 
that they humbly pray that the Crown Lands of this Colony may be opened at once 
to actual Settlers, that a preference may be given to them in the choice of the 
Public Lands, surveyed or unsurveyed, over Capitalists, that they may be secured in 
a preémptive right, that the highest price of Land to actual Settlers may not exceed 
one Dollar and Twenty Cents per Acre, or such price as will barely cover the 
Expenses of Survey, and that five Years may be allowed for its payment. 


All of which is most respectfully Submitted, hoping that it may please Your 
Honorable Body to take this our Humble Petition into your favorable consideration, 
and Your petitioners as in duty bound will every pray.

I have much pleasure in transmitting herewith for your information, copies 
of a Correspondence with Her Majestys principal Secretary of State for the Colonial 
Department, relative to the erection of Lighthouses in the Straits of Juan del Fuca, 
and the approaches to Esquimalt Harbour. 


2. You will observe that Her Majesty’s Government, have in the most liberal 
manner advanced the sum of Seven Thousand Pounds Sterling in aid of these 
contemplated works which will so materially promote the commercial progress of 
this Colony. 


3. It is my intention to have the exact site selected without delay for one 
Light House on the Race Rocks, and for a second and smaller light at the Entrance 
of Esquimalt Harbour: we will then provide materials and enter upon the con- 
struction of those important works as soon as we receive drawings of the Lanterns 
and tops of the Towers, which are daily expected from England for the information 
of the Engineer who designs the Towers. 


4. It is the intention of Her Majesty’s Government to provide and send from 
England the Lanterns and Light Apparatus, and it is supposed that the remainder 
of the Parliamentary Grant of Seven thousand Pounds will be sufficient to meet the 
expense of the buildings. 


5. The cost of maintaining those Lights, is to be borne by the Colony, and I 
have therefore to urge upon the House the propriety of at once entering upon the 
consideration of the ways and means of meeting that outlay; either by imposing 
a direct tax on property, or by charging a “Light due” on all ships entering the 
Harbours of this Colony, or by any other mode of taxation which may appear 
advisable to the House. 


6. The House will also be prepared to repay the proportion of the advance 
of Seven Thousand Pounds chargeable to Vancouvers Island, vizt. One Thousand 
Seven Hundred and Fifty Pounds.

No. 2. Copy of a Despatch from Governor Douglas to Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton 
Bt.—(No. 76). 


Victoria, Vancouvers Island 
15th January 1859. 
Sir 
I beg you will allow me to solicit your earnest attention to a subject which is 
one of the highest importance to the progress and prosperity of the Colonies of 
Vancouvers Island and British Columbia. 


2. I allude to the necessity which exists for the early construction of Light 


Houses upon some of the salient points of the approaches to the Harbours and 
Anchorages of these Colonies. 
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3. At the present moment however I will only mention two positions which 
are of the first importance and which the experience of every succeeding day 
renders more and more evident should be properly lighted at the earliest possible 
period. 


4, The first of these is the Race Rocks situated in the Straits of Fuca, between 
two and three miles from the Mainland of Vancouvers Island, and about 12 miles 
from the Harbour of Esquimalt. These Rocks or rocky Islets may be viewed as the 
turning point in the Strait for ships bound to Vancouvers Island, or to the Gulf 
of Georgia. They form a most dangerous cluster, and the making them out, is, 
not only an object anxiously sought, but it is one of essential help in the determina- 
tion of position. 

They are mostly above water and the largest of them would be found an 
admirable situation for placing a Light House. It has some considerable elevation 
above high water mark, and the materials for building can be found in abundance 
close to the spot. 


The Light at this position should be one of the first order. 


5. The next spot upon which I would urge the establishment of a Light House 
is the Fisgard Rocks, at the Entrance of Esquimalt Harbour, a harbour whose 
growing importance can scarcely be estimated. It is capacious and secure. Her 
Majesty’s Ships always resort to it, the Admiralty and Military Buildings are also 
there;—and it is the Harbour to which all Vessels of large size must come and 
consequently it must be the great Depot of the Ocean traffic. 


The entrance being narrow, the back ground composed of high hills exhibit- 
ing no remarkable leading marks, and the Coast line adjacent being rugged and 
full of indentations, the Harbour of Esquimalt presents no characteristic features 
to guide the mariner to its tranquil security. 

During the day the entrance is difficult enough to find to those possessing no 
previous knowledge of the locality, but at night the difficulties of distinguishing it 
are so great that the attempt to enter the harbour is never made except by those 
whose long acquaintance with the coast has rendered them intimately familiar with 
every peculiarity. 

The Establishment of a Light upon Fisgard Rocks would at once unmistakably 
point out the position of the Harbour and would render access to it, or exit from it, 
safe and easy at all times. 


6. The navigation of the Straits of Fuca, and the inland waters leading from it, 
is attended with no small amount of danger without the valuable assistance of 
lights. The Government of the United States have already acted very promptly 
and liberally in lighting their portion of the Strait. 

They have placed a light of the first order upon Tatooch Island, at the Entrance 
of the Strait, and vessels from seaward are now enabled to continue their course up 
the strait at all times. This light has a range of 20 miles, and if a light of the 
first order were placed on the Race Rocks, as I now submit, and a Light of an 
inferior order upon the Fisgard Rocks, a Vessel running up Fuca Strait would 
scarcely lose sight of the Tatooch Light before she would discern the Race light, 
after rounding which she would perceive the Fisgard Light, and thus be enabled 
to proceed into Esquimalt Harbour without a check, and by such means valuable 
time would be saved and considerable risk avoided. 


7. The United States Government have also placed lights upon two other points 
in the Strait of Fuca. Dungeness, near the entrance of Pugets Sound and upon 
Smiths’ Island near to the Southern termination of the Rosario Strait. The Light 
at Tatooch Island is undoubtedly of equal advantage to the British possessions in 
this quarter of the Globe, as to those of the United States, the other lights are also 
useful; and I therefore conceive that we are in honor bound to reciprocate the 
benefit. 


8. I am not aware of any funds that may be appropriated to these objects, nor 
do I know to what department of State I should properly apply for assistance; the 
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infant State of the two Colonies precludes the possibility of their being able to help 
themselves; and the matter being one which it is manifest must materially affect 
their future developement, I trust you will pardon me in bringing it before you, and 
in earnestly soliciting your aid towards the accomplishment of the desired object.

No. 4. Copy of a Despatch from Sir E. B. Lytton to Governor Douglas. 


Downing Street 
11th May 1859. 
Sir 
I have received your Despatches No. 76 of the 15th of January, and No. 90 of 
the 4th of February, on the subject of the erection of Light Houses in Fucas Straits 
and the approaches to Esquimalt Harbour. 


I transmit for your information and guidance the copies of a correspondence 
which has passed between the Admiralty, the Board of Trade, the Treasury, and this 
Department on the subject.* 


You will perceive that the Expense of the construction of the two LightHouses 
suggested by Captain Richards has been estimated by Captain Sullivan of the Board 
of Trade at Seven Thousand Pounds, and in compliance with my recommendation 
the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury have consented to advance this sum on 
condition that one moiety of it shall be repaid by the Colonies of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia jointly. 


The Board of Trade have been requested to send out immediately from this 
Country the necessary apparatus, and to give you any advice or information in 
their power, and the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have been requested 
to instruct the Naval officers on the spot to give you every assistance by their advice 
or otherwise to facilitate the work. But you will distinctly understand that the 
responsibility of the Selection of proper sites and of the superintendence of the 
work, rests with yourself, and I need not impress upon you the necessity of prompt- 
ness and energy in carrying out an undertaking which is calculated so materially 
to promote the commercial progress of the two Colonies under your Government. 


With regard to the repayment by British Columbia and Vancouvers Island to 
the Imperial Treasury of the moiety of the advance of Seven Thousand Pounds, I 
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must leave it to you to decide the proportion of that sum which it would be equitable 
that each Colony should contribute; but I must instruct you that this debt should be 
repaid within the earliest practicable period.

To the Legislative Council and House of Assembly of the Colony of Vancouver's Island 


Gentlemen 

I have the honor to communicate for your information intelligence of the 
landing of a Detachment of United States Troops on the Island of San Juan, 
avowedly, see Enclosures Nos. 1 & 2, for the purpose of forming a Military Post and 
of asserting the sovereignty of the United States to that Island. 
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Having received no intimation from any quarter that the Government of the 
United States ever contemplated taking Military possession of any part of the 
disputed Territory, while the Boundary line remained unsettled, I am forced to 
believe that the late unwarrantable and discourteous act, so contrary to the usages 
of Civilized Nations, has originated in error, and been undertaken without the 
authority of that Government. 

That impression is corroberated by a letter (a copy of which is herewith 
enclosed) from the Honble. Wm. L. Marcy, Secretary for the United States, dated 
Washington, 17th July 1855 to Her Majesty’s Minister at Washington, which con- 
tains instructions from the President of the United States to the Governor of Wash- 
ington Territory, and displays in the clearest manner, the conciliatory and moderate 
views, entertained by his Government on the subject of the disputed Territory. 


Though the right of Great Britain to all the Islands situated to the Westward 
of “Vancouver” or “Rosario” Straits, is to our minds, clearly established by the 1st 
Article of the Treaty of 1846, and though those Islands have since the foundation 
of this Colony, been considered as a Dependency of Vancouvers’ Island, it is well 
known to you Gentlemen, that out of respect to the construction that has been put 
upon that Treaty, by the Government of the United States, we have abstained from 
exercising exclusive Sovereignty over them. 


Convinced that any officious or unjust assumption on either side, of exclusive 
right to the disputed Territory, would simply be a fruitless and mischevious waste 
of energy, neither detracting from, nor adding force to, the claims of either Nation; 
wise and considerate policy enjoins upon us, the part of leaving so important a 
national question for settlement by the proper authorities, and of avoiding compli- 
cations foreign to the views and wishes of, and probably embarrassing to, both 
Governments. 


Immediately on being informed of the landing of United States Troops at San 
Juan, Her Majesty’s Ship “Tribune” under the command of Captain Hornby, was 
dispatched to that Quarter, and soon afterwards a Detachment of Royal Engineers, 
and Royal Marine Light Infantry, were ordered from New Westminster by Her 
Majesty’s Ship “Plumper” Captain Richards, and those Troops will be landed at 
San Juan to protect the lives and property of British Subjects. 


You will observe Gentlemen from Enclosure No. 1 that the Captain in Com- 
mand of the United States Detachment of Troops, in a public notice dated 27th of 
July, assumes the exercise of exclusive sovereign rights in the Island of San Juan, 
while the President of the United States altogether disclaims such pretensions, and 
seeks at most to continue the joint right of Sovereignty and domain in common with 
Great Britain. 

We may presume from that circumstance, that the notice in question was 
framed in ignorance of the intentions of the United States Government, and that the 
pretensions set forth will not be maintained. 


Entertaining such opinions, I have not failed to impress on Her Majesty’s Naval 
Officers, now stationed at San Juan, the desire of Her Majesty’s Government, to 
avoid every course which may unnecessarily involve the suspension of the amicable 
relations, subsisting between Great Britain and the United States; at the same time 
those officers have been instructed and are prepared to assert the rights, and to 
maintain the honor and dignity of our Sovereign and Her Dominions.

In the hope of avoiding such a difficulty I have by the direction of the President, 
addressed a letter to the Governor of that Territory on the subject, and herewith 
furnish you with an extract from it. 

I presume that the Government of H. B. M. will be willing to recommend to 
Her Subjects along the boundary in question, a similar course until the line can be 
established. 

In that way I sincerely hope all collision may be avoided.

The President has instructed me to say to you that the officers of the Territory 
should abstain from all acts on the disputed grounds, which are calculated to provoke 
any conflicts, so far as it can be done, without implying the concession to the 
Authority of Great Britain of an exclusive right over the premises. 
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The title ought to be settled before either party should exclude the other by 
force, or exercise complete and exclusive Sovoreign rights within the fairly disputed 
limits. 

Application will be made to the British Government to interpose with the 
local authorities on the Northern borders of our Territory to abstain from like 
acts of exclusive ownership, with the explicit understanding that any forbearance 
on either side to assert the rights respectively, shall not be construed into any con- 
cession to the adverse party. 

By a conciliatory and moderate course on both sides, it is sincerely hoped that 
all difficulties will be avoided until an adjustment of the boundary line can be made 
in a manner mutually satisfactory. 

The Government of the United States will do what it can to have the line 
established at an early period.

CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN GEN. HARNEY AND GOV. DOUGLAS 
GEN. HARNEY’S LETTER TO GOV. DOUGLAS 


Head-Quarters Department of Oregon, 
Fort Vancouver, W.T., Aug. 6th, 1859. 


His Excellency, James Douglas, C.B., Governor of Vancouver’s Island, 
&c., and Vice Admiral of the same. 


Sir: I have the honor to inform you of the receipt of an official 
copy of a protest made by you to the occupation of San Juan Island, in 
Puget Sound, by a company of United States troops under my command. 


This aforesaid copy was furnished by Capt. Hornby, of Her 
Majesty’s ship Tribune, to the United States officer in command at San 
Juan Island, Capt. George Pickett, of the 9th Infantry of the American 
army, together with a communication threatening a joint occupation of 
the San Juan Island, by the forces of Her Majesty’s ships Tribune, 
Plumper, and Satellite, now in the harbor of that Island by your orders. 


As the military commander of the department of Oregon, assigned 
to that command by the orders of the President of the United States, I 
have the honor to state for your information, that by such authority in- 
vested in me, I placed a military command upon the Island of San Juan 
to protect the American citizens residing on that island from the insults 
and indignities which the British authorities of Vancouver Island, and 
the establishment of the Hudson’s Bay Company have recently offered 
them, by sending a British ship of war from Vancouver Island, to convey 
the chief factor of the Hudson’s Bay Company to San Juan, for the 
purpose of seizing an American citizen and forcibly transporting him to 
Vancouver Island to be tried by British laws. 


I have reported this attempted outrage to my government, and they 
will doubtless seek the proper redress from the British government. In 
the meantime, I have the honor to inform your Excellency, I shall not 
permit a repetition of the insult, and shall retain a command on San 
Juan Island to protect its citizens in the name of the United States, until 
I receive further orders from my government.

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REPLY OF GOV. DOUGLAS TO GEN. HARNEY. 


Government House, Victoria. 
Vancouver’s Island, 13th Aug. 1859. 


Brigadier-General Wm. S. Harney, Commanding the Troops in the De- 
partment of Oregon— 


Sir: On the evening of the 10th inst., I had the honor of receiving 
your Dispatch dated Fort Vancouver, August 6th, 1859. 


In reply thereto, I must thank you for the frank and straightforward 
manner in which you communicate to me your reasons for occupying 
the Island of San Juan in the Haro Archipelago with a portion of the 
military forces of the United States under your command. 


I am glad to find that you have done so under your general instruc- 
tions from the President of the United States as Military Commander of 
the Department of Oregon, and not by direct authority emanating from 
the Cabinet at Washington. 


You state that the reasons which induced you to take that course 
are the “insults and indignities which the British authorities of Van- 
couver’s Island, and the Establishment of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
have recently offered to ‘American citizens residing on the Island of San 
Juan,’ by sending a British ship of war from Vancouver’s Island to 
convey the Chief Factor of the Hudson’s Bay Company to San Juan, for 
the purpose of seizing an American citizen, and forcibly transporting 
him to Vancouver’s Island to be tried by British Laws.” 


I will explain for your information that the Agents of the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. hold no official position in Vancouver’s Island, nor exercise any 
official power or authority, and are as entirely distinct from the officers 
of the Executive Government as are any of the other inhabitants of Van- 
couver’s Island. 


To the reported outrage on an American citizen, I beg to give the 
most unhesitating and unqualified denial. None of Her Majesty’s ships 
have ever been sent to convey the Chief Factor or any officer of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company to San Juan for the purpose of seizing an American 
citizen, nor has any attempt ever been made to seize any American 
citizen and to transport him forcibly to Vancouver’s Island for trial as 
represented by you. 


Up to a very recent period but one American citizen has been 
resident on San Juan. About the commencement of the present year a 
few American citizens began to “squat”? upon the Island, and upon one 
Occasion a complaint was made to me by a British subject of some 
wrong committed against his property by an American citizen, but no 
attention was paid to that complaint, out of consideration and respect 
to the friendly government to which the alleged offender belonged, and 
whose citizens, I think it cannot be denied, have always been treated with 
marked attention by all the British authorities in these parts. With 
reference to San Juan in particular, I have always acted with the 
utmost caution to prevent, so far as might lie in my power, any ill 
feelings arising from collisions between British subjects and American 
citizens, and have in that respect cordially endeavored to carry out the 
views of the United States Government as expressed in a dispatch from 
Mr. Marcy, dated 17th July, 1855, to Her Majesty’s Minister at Wash- 
ington. a copy of which I herewith enclose for your information, as I 
presume that the document cannot be in your possession. 


Following the dignified policy recommended by that dispatch, I 
should in any well grounded case of complaint against an American 
citizen have referred the matter to the Federal authorities in Washington 
Territory, well assured that if wrong had been committed reparation 
would have followed.

I deeply regret that you did not communicate with me for informa- 
tion upon the subject of the alleged grievance, you would then have 
learned how unfounded was the complaint, and the grave action you 
have adopted might have been avoided. I also deeply regret that you 
did not mention the matter verbally to me when I had the pleasure of 
seeing you at Victoria last month, for a few words from me would, I am 
sure, have removed from your mind any erroneous impressions, and you 
would have ascertained personally from me how anxious I have ever 
been to co-operate to the utmost of my power with the officers of the 
United States Government in any measures which might be mutually 
beneficial to the citizens of the two countries. 


Having given you a distinct and emphatic denial to the circum- 
stances which you allege induced you to occupy the Island of San Juan 
with United States troops; having shown you that the reasons you 
assign do not exist, and having endeavored to assure you of my readiness 
on all occasions to act for the protection of American citizens, and for 
the promotion of their welfare, I must call upon you, sir, if not as a 
matter of right, at least as a matter of justice and of humanity, to with- 
draw the troops now quartered upon the Island of San Juan; for those 
troops are not required for the protection of American citizens against 
British authorities, and the continuance of these troops upon an Island, 
the sovereignty of which is in dispute, not only is a marked discourtesy 
to a friendly Government, but complicates to an undue degree the 
settlement in an amicable manner of the question of sovereignty, and 
is also calculated to provoke a collision between the military forces of 
two friendly Nations, in a distant part of the world.

2. I accepted as a remuneration for my Services 
(1) “Of a Parsonage and Glebe of 100 Acres.” 
(2) “A Stipend of £300 per Annum charged with the Sanction 
of the Colonial office on the fund arising from the Sales of Land.” 
(3) “Of £100. a year for Acting as Chaplain to the Company.” 


3. The engagement was understood to be for five years, after which 
a free passage home would be granted should the clergyman wish to 
return; or, on the contrary, a fresh engagement might be entered into. 
In the event of misconduct the engagement might at any time be 
cancelled on the recommendation of the Governor, and with the sanction 
of the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

In conformity with the last paragraph of the agreement, and in view 
of the approaching expiration of the above mentioned period of five 
years, I beg, through Your Excellency to signify to the proper authorities 
(in case of Your Excellency’s favorable recommendation) my willing- 
ness to enter into a fresh agreement. 

Believing also, and assuming that circumstances unforeseen and 
unprovided for in the memorandum may be found to render necessary 
some revision of its terms, I shall be most happy, if it will tend to 
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facilitate or expedite an arrangement, to enter into a preliminary com- 
munication with Your Excellency in reference to those terms; or 
otherwise I will await the enunciation of them from Her Majesty’s 
Government or the Honble.

The House, having been summoned to attend the Council, then proceeded to the 
Council Chamber, where were assembled, His Excellency the Governor; and 
the following Members of Council, the Honble. John Work, Rodk. Finlayson 
and Donald Fraser. 


His Excellency the Governor addressed the House as follows, 


Gentlemen of the House of Assembly, 


I have summoned you to meet me on this occasion in order to release you from 
your legislative duties. 

A protracted Session extending over a period exceeding three years, has led 
to many changes in the Colony. The Town and District of Victoria, as well as 
other Districts of Vancouver’s Island, have during that time advanced in wealth 
and population, with a rapidity surpassing our warmest expectations; and I am, from 
circumstances, led to entertain the most confident hopes of the future progress 
of the Colony. 

I thank you Gentlemen, for the zeal and diligence, with which you have applied 
yourselves to your public duties, and for the support which I have received from 
you. 

It is my intention to dissolve this present Assembly without delay, and to 
summon a new House fully representing the growing Constituencies of the Colony; 
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and I sincerely hope that in the exercise of the high functions, which according to 
the free constitution of our Country will devolve upon those constituencies, they 
may be led to the selection of representatives whose wisdom and patriotism may 
aid me, in devising and carrying into effect, the measures which appear to be in- 
dispensably necessary in promoting the early settlement of the country, the develop- 
ment of its resources, and the general well being and prosperity of the Colony. 

It is not my intention to take up the time of the House by entering into a review 
of those measures at present; but I will nevertheless, remark, that there appears to 
be an obvious necessity for an early revision of the Land System, which ought to be 
placed on a sound and liberal basis for the encouragement of settlers. 

The records of History prove that Nations must be producers in order to be- 
come prosperous and healthy. 

I shall therefore recommend that early measures be adopted to encourage 
agriculture; the raising of stock; and the improvement of sheep and cattle; to stimu- 
late the establishment of fisheries; the working of coal mines; the export and manu- 
facture of ship’s masts and timber: sources of wealth with which the Colony 
abounds. 

The repair and construction of Public Roads, and other important works will 
have the strongest claims upon the attention of the Legislature. 

The Legislature will further have to take into early consideration the means of 
raising a revenue for defraying the necessary expenses of Government, and 
especially for extending and improving national education as the most certain 
means of elevating the moral and social conditions of the people. 

With those few remarks, I will release you, Gentlemen, from further at- 
tendance.

Mr. Attorney General Cary opened the business of the House by reading an Act 
pro forma. 


His Excellency the Governor attended by the Members of Council and the principal 
Officers of Government, entered the House and addressed the Legislative 
Bodies as follows. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and of the House of Assembly 


It is a subject of congratulation that the second Legislative Assembly of Van- 
couver Island is convened at a season of comparative prosperity; when trade and 
commerce have assumed a firm and settled character; when the excitement & fluctua- 
tions which succeeded the discovery of gold in British Columbia have passed away, 
and every description of property has attained a high but legitimate value; when 
population is increasing and enterprises which must add largely to the wealth; and 
promote the general prosperity of the colony are being set on foot by the courageous 
efforts of private associations; and when a well founded feeling of confidence in 
the stability and progress of the colony pervades the minds of all classes. 


The only event which seriously threatened to interrupt the prosperity of the 
past year was the occupation of the Island of San Juan by the troops of the United 
States; but as that force has been since in part withdrawn, and all questions respect- 
ing the disputed territory referred to Her Majesty’s Government, it is hoped, from 
the conciliatory tone adopted by both Governments, that nothing will occur to 
prevent a peaceful solution of the question at issue. 

I have to inform you that Her Majesty’s Government have announced their 
intention to enter into possession of Vancouver Island, and that the connection 
of the Hudson Bay Company with the Island was to terminate as soon as questions 
of accounts between the Company & Her Majesty’s Government were settled, and, 
moreover, that the connection must be regarded as already terminated to this extent, 
that the Company are no longer required to provide means for defraying the 
expense of the civil administration of the colony. 
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Her Majesty’s Government continue to express the most lively solicitude for 
the prosperity and well being of the colony, but have, nevertheless, authorised me 
distinctly to state, for your information, that Vancouver Island, like other British 
communities, however small, must expect no assistance from without towards 
defraying the ordinary and regular expenses of her government. 


The amount of these expenses, and the salaries to be paid in the first instance, is 
left to our discretion, Her Majesty’s Government having no wish to see any pro- 
vision made beyond what the limited means of the colony will allow, for the civil 
government of the Island. 


They, however, deem that payment for services of a permanent nature, such 
as those of the Governor, Chief Justice & other principal officers of government 
whatever their amount may be, shall be fixed by law, and not merely placed on the 
annual estimates. 


Such being the case, it becomes our duty at once to take the necessary steps 
for raising a revenue within the colony to meet that expenditure; and I shall not 
fail, on such provisions being made, to recommend that the moneys hereafter 
derived from the sale of crown lands within the colony may be left by Her Majesty’s 
Government at the disposal of the Colonial Legislature. 


I will cause the amount of that expenditure to be hereafter laid before you, 
together with the estimates for the year 1860. 


It will also be expedient, in course of the present session, to revise the existing 
laws of the colony, and to provide, by other enactments, for the quieting of titles 
transmitted through aliens, and for the registration of deeds, as the want of such 
laws is now felt to be a public evil, and their enactment will be a measure of 
general utility and advantage, by adding greatly to the value of real estate, in 
facilitating its transfer and conveyance, and by the security given to the title to 
the land. 


It will further be expedient to provide means for defraying the expense of 
making a selection from the Statute Law of England of such Acts as may be 
adapted to this Colony. 


The Public Schools have also strong claims upon our attention, and provision 
should now be made for their future support. I think inquiry will elicit the fact that 
the teachers’ salaries are disproportionately small for their station in life, and in- 
adequate in amount for their support in a decent position; as, since those rates were 
fixed, a great increase has taken place in the price of almost every necessary of life. 
A larger salary, by making the office desirable, will secure efficiency & high attain- 
ments in the teachers, and, with respect to the existing schools, may, by an increase 
of fees, be allowed without adding to the public burdens. 


The moral and religious education of the people being one of the most im- 
portant duties deserving of the attention of the Government, the present is a fitting 
time for the initiation of a system providing for the erection and maintenance of 
places of Christian worship. 


In a new country, to which persons of all religious persuasions are invited to 
resort, it would be impossible without injustice to some, to establish an endowed 
church; but it is, nevertheless, the duty of states to protect the interests of religion, 
and especially when new settlements are formed, to cause the means of religious 
instruction to be placed within the reach of every member of the community 
either by granting assistance proportionate to, and in aid of private contributions, 
or by some other method which may appear more conducive to that end. 


We have also to consider how the colonization of the country, and the develop- 
ment of its resources can best be promoted. 


With a pleasant, and healthy climate, which on the whole may compare favor- 
ably with that of any other country, Vancouver Island also possesses a fertile soil; 
forests of vast extent; a sea coast abounding in fish, and studded with safe and con- 
venient Harbours; extensive coal beds; and the unoccupied lands of the Crown form 
a wide and varied domain, and we have to consider how those sources of wealth 
are to be developed and to be made of value to the colony. 


To encourage & enable settlers to occupy the lands of the Crown, and to bring 
those lands into a productive state, are the first and obvious steps towards that 
great end. But its full attainment is impossible with our present small population: 
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therefore inducement should be held out capable of attracting emigrants to the 
colony, as it is chiefly to such means that we must look for an increase of popula- 
tion; and as without attractive inducements, there will probably be no large emigra- 
tion of British subjects to this part of the world. 


The system of Free trade already established in the Colony is one singular 
advantage enjoyed by the producing classes of Vancouver Island, and its usual 
effect in reducing the cost of foreign necessaries, must ultimately enable them, in 
this market, to compete successfully in our own staples with the producers in other 
countries. 


Pursuing that course of policy with respect to the general trade of the Colony, 
I am prepared also to concur in any measures which may tend more directly to 
encourage settlers to occupy & cultivate the country; and I believe that the cheap 
and easy acquisition of public land, and the construction of roads, to facilitate 
and reduce the cost of transit to and from the settlements, will tend materially 
to the advancement of those objects. 


Should it appear that greater inducements are necessary to aid the settler in 
his early struggles with the difficulties, which nature everywhere interposes to 
fruition of his hopes, it will be our duty to consider to what extent, and in what 
way that aid should be granted. 


I will, hereafter, lay before you the copy of a correspondence with Capt. 
Stamp, a gentleman representing a highly respectable English association which 
proposes to form a settlement at some eligible point on the West Coast of Van- 
couver Island for the purpose of establishing fisheries, and of entering largely into 
the manufacture and export of deals and ships’ spars. An enterprise so desirable 
and important in all its bearings with respect to the Colony, that I did not fail, by 
such inducements as I could offer, to confirm the association in their purpose. 

If the results obtainable through those industrial pursuits may be estimated 
from the number of ships employed, and the amount of capital invested in the fish- 
eries and timber trade in the British Provinces of North America, we shall at once 
perceive their extraordinary value and importance. Fortunately, the growing trade 
of Nanaimo, where, as appears by the Port returns for the month of January last, 
a number of vessels forming an aggregate tonnage of 2000 tons, were then em- 
ployed in taking in coal for exportation, furnishes a ready illustration of the 
subject and of the results that may be expected from judicious and well directed 
enterprise. 


I would further claim your attention to the great national object of establish- 
ing fisheries on the coast of Vancouver Island, in order that the subject may be 
brought thoroughly under review, and that measures may be adopted to attract 
attention to a branch of industry of great political & commercial importance, and 
that is capable of adding so largely to the wealth & future power of the colony. 


It is in contemplation to bring forward many useful measures in course of 
the present session, but especially an act for the incorporation of the Town of Vic- 
toria which will be speedily laid before the Legislature for their consideration. 


The native Indian tribes continue in a perfectly tranquil state, and the assurance 
received from them universally, profess sentiments of loyalty & or devoted sub- 
mission and obedience to the government. 


The House of Assembly will have to provide means for extinguishing, by 
purchase, the native Title to the Lands in the districts of Cowitchan, Chemainis, 
and Salt Spring Island, which are now thrown open for settlement. The purchase 
should be effected without delay, as the Indians may otherwise regard the settlers as 
trespassers and become troublesome. 


In conclusion I have to express a fervent hope that your deliberations may be 
guided by the wisdom which cometh from above, as that alone can save from error 
and direct the councils of nations to those measures which will render them great, 
prosperous, and happy. 

Gentlemen of the House of Assembly, the Chief Justice has been appointed 
to receive your declarations of qualification. You may then proceed to choose a 
Speaker, and to appoint the officers necessary for the proper conduct of the business 
of the House. 
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At the conclusion of his speech His Excellency retired, attended as before. 


The House then proceeded to the Election of a Speaker. 
Mr. Cary proposed Mr. Helmcken, and the motion being seconded by Mr. 
Gordon. 
Mr. Waddington proposed as an amendment, “That Mr. Cary be appointed 
Speaker.” 
Seconded by Mr. Cooper. 
Mr. Cary expressed his unwillingness to accept the office if elected. 
The Clerk of the House then put the motions. 
For Mr. Waddington’s Amendment. 
Ayes 2. Noes 9. Lost. 
For Mr. Cary’s original motion. 
Ayes 9. Noes 2. Carried. 


Mr. Speaker Helmcken having taken his seat and addressed the House thanking 
them for the Honor they had conferred upon him by electing him as their 
Speaker, proceeded to say that it would be necessary, before any business 
could be gone into, that His Excellency’s sanction to the choice they had made 
of a Speaker, should be obtained; and he was authorised to state that His 
Excellency would receive a deputation from the House for that purpose, at 
3 o’Clock. 


On Motion the House then adjourned until 3 o’Clock. 


AT 3 O'CLOCK P.M. 


The House resumed its sitting, & immediately after proceeded in a Body to wait 
upon His Excellency to announce that they had elected a Speaker. 

The Members of the House of Assembly having been ushered into the 
Council Chamber. 

Mr. Cary addressed His Excellency informing him that the choice of the 
House had fallen upon Mr. Helmcken for Speaker. 

His Excellency having been pleased to signify his entire concurrence in and 
approval of their choice. 

Mr. Speaker said he had now for a second time to express a hope that all 
the privileges and usages of the House of Assembly might be respected; and 
neither abridged nor restricted in any manner. 

His Excellency replied that the House might rest assured that all the 
privileges and customs of the House should be strictly respected; and he 
further begged to assure the Honble. Members that they might implicity rely 
on his co-operation in all measures tending to the public good. 

The Members then returned to the House, and the Speaker repeated His 
Excellency’s approval of the choice of Speaker. 


The Members then handed in a statement of their respective qualifications and were 
sworn in the following order: Mr. J. S. Helmcken, Speaker, and Messrs. G. H. 
Cary, W. J. McDonald, S. Franklin, W. F. Tolmie. 
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At this stage of the proceedings Mr. Waddington directed the attention of 
the Speaker to the fact that the Hon. Member for Victoria Town, Mr. S. 
Franklin, had not taken the oath in the form prescribed by law; that the 
closing sentence of the oath “and I make this declaration upon the true faith 
of a Christian’, had been omitted. 

The following Members were then sworn in: Messrs. H. P. P. Crease, James 
Cooper, A. Waddington, John Coles, G. T. Gordon, G. F. Foster. 

On examination of the written form of oath which Mr. Franklin had read, 
it was found that the words to which Mr. Waddington had called attention, 
were omitted. 

The Speaker requested Mr. Franklin to withdraw. 

And the question of the Honorable Gentlemans right to take his seat and 
to vote having been debated at some length he was recalled, and The Speaker 
enquired if he was willing to take the oath as prescribed without abridgement. 

Mr. Franklin declined to take any further oath than that which he had 
already taken. 

Whereupon the Speaker again directed him to withdraw, and the discussion 
was resumed. 


Mr. Waddington gave notice that he should move “For a Committee of three to take 
into consideration, & report on the Standing Orders to be enacted for the present 
Session.” 


On Motion of Mr. Crease the House then adjourned until 2 oClock on Friday the 
2nd March, in order that time might be allowed to consult authorities on the 
important question raised with respect to the Honble. Member for Victoria 
Town.

The House met at 2 o’clock p. m. pursuant to adjournment. 


Present: Messrs. Cary, Gordon, McDonald, Coles, Tolmie, Foster, Crease, Wad- 
dington, Cooper, and Mr. Speaker. 
The Minutes of the last Meeting having been read and confirmed. 


The Speaker said that the business in order was the adjourned debate on the question 
of the right of Mr. Franklin to take his seat in the House. 

Mr. Coles moved, “That Mr. Selim Franklin shall take his seat in the House 
of Assembly.” 

The Speaker read the instructions from the Home Government to His 
Excellency the Governor, on the occasion of his summoning the first House of 
Assembly. 

Mr. Franklin here entered the House and was proceeding to take his seat, 
when he was requested by the Speaker to withdraw. 
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Mr. Attorney General seconded Mr. Cole’s Motion. 

Mr. Crease was opposed to the Motion, and would move as an Amendment 
“That a Committee be formed to report to the House what disabilities (if any) 
attach to British subjects becoming Members of this House.” 

Seconded by Mr. Tolmie and carried; put as an original motion and agreed to. 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Cary, Waddington, Crease, Tolmie and 
Coles to form the Committee. 


Mr. Waddington gave notice that he should move “That every Member before taking 
his seat in this House, shall simply take the oaths of Fidelity, and against 
Bribery, and no others.” 


Mr. Waddington brought forward the Motion, of which he had given notice at last 
meeting ‘For a Committee of Three to take into Consideration, and report on 
the standing orders to be enacted for the present session.” Which being 
seconded by Mr. Tolmie & carried. 

Mr. Speaker appointed Messrs. Cary, Waddington, & Cooper to serve on 
the Committee. 


Mr. Crease then moved to proceed to the election of Officers of the House, and 
proposed first to Elect a Clerk of the House. 


The Speaker said it was usual at an early period to take some action with regard to 
His Excellency the Governor’s address. 
It was moved by Mr. Cooper, seconded by Mr. Waddington & carried ““That 
the consideration of His Excellencys Address be made the Special Order for 
Monday next the 5th instant at 2 oclock p. m.” 


To which hour the House accordingly adjourned.

The House met at 2 o’clock p. m. pursuant to adjournment. 


Present: Messrs. Cary, McDonald, Tolmie, Crease, Cooper, Waddington, Coles, 
Gordon, Foster, and Mr. Speaker. 


The Minutes of the last Meeting having been read and confirmed. 


Mr. Attorney General gave notice “That he will on the 7th day of March 1860, 
move this house that an Address be presented to His Excellency the Governor, 
praying that all papers and accounts relating to the revenue of the Colony of 
Vancouver’s Island and its Dependencies and of the Expenditure of such 
revenue may be laid before this House.” 


Mr. Franklin here entered the House and was about to take his seat when he was 
requested by the Speaker to withdraw. 
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The Speaker then proceeded to read the Governor’s Speech. 
Mr. Gordon rose, and in reply thereto, moved the following Address. 


May it please Your Excellency 


The House of Assembly of Vancouvers Island & its Dependencies has received 
with satisfaction your Excellency’s address at the opening of this Session, for which 
they have to tender their respectful thanks. 


The House fully appreciates the great importance of the topics alluded to and 
the measures suggested in the Speech of Your Excellency and beg to say that they 
will devote their earliest and best attention to their consideration. 


Mr. Coles seconded the Address. 
Mr. Waddington, moved as an amendment to the Address. 


May it please your Excellency, 


We Her Majesty’s dutiful and loyal Assembly of Vancouver Island in Parlia- 
ment assembled, approach Your Excellency conformably with immemorial custom, 
in order to express our acknowledgement of the opening speech, and acquaint Your 
Excellency with the views of the Country. 


It affords us pleasure to note the many evidences of stability and prosperity 
throughout the Country generally; notwithstanding the numerous untoward circum- 
stances which during the past two years have combined to retard our progress. 
Dependent chiefly on Commerce with British Columbia, our present progress and 
prosperity we conceive to be due chiefly to the indomitable perseverence and enter- 
prise of the people, in face of the most discouraging and arbitrary restrictions on 
trade in the sister Colony from the commencement of immigration in 1858 up to 
the present time. Profound discontent is every where visible in the Colony, super- 
induced by the total disregard of our local government for the interests of our inter- 
colonial trade, and we cannot doubt that if a more liberal & vigorous policy had 
been generally inaugurated in 1858, during the height of the gold immigration, large 
numbers would now have been engaged in the interior in agricultural pursuits, who 
have consequently sought homes in the United States. 


It is with deep regret that we are obliged to admit that there exists throughout 
the entire Colony a general want of confidence in the Government, and till measures 
are taken to remove the sources to which discontent is attributable, we see no hope 
either of restoring public confidence, or of uniting the efforts of the Country in the 
development of our industrial resources, and in fostering our commerce. 


We are gratified to learn that the difficulties arising from the occupation of San 
Juan by the United States are in a fair way of settlement, without disturbing the 
friendly relations with that government. 


Whilst we learn with pleasure that Her Majesty’s Government will enter into 
possession of Vancouver Island by the revocation of the Hudson’s Bay Companys 
grant, we cannot but feel that it becomes our duty to urge, that before the accounts 
are finally settled, the Legislature should be made fully acquainted with the entire 
Sales of the public lands, the revenue drawn therefrom, and the manner in which 
that revenue has been expended. 


We deem this course absolutely necessary, inasmuch as Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment appears indisposed to assist the Colony during its infant condition, and because 
we deem it advisable to make a searching investigation into the present condition 
of the Colony in order to avoid, if possible, the imposition of heavier taxes on the 
Country than may be necessary. 


Placing the revenue derived from the Crown Lands at the disposal of the Legis- 
lature, is in every point of view necessary in a self supporting Colony, and without 
which it will be difficult [to act] upon a permanent civil list, which, with the 
Estimates for 1860, and the ways and means will early engage our attention. 


The Codification of Imperial Statutes adopted to our wants, the introduction of 
laws for the quieting of titles and record of deeds and other purposes, with measures 
for forming a free school system for the entire Colony, based on appropriations 
from the public lands and school taxes will meet with every assistance at our hands. 
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Though impressed with the wholesome influence exerted by society on religion, 
we deem it unnecessary to legislate further than to grant protection to all forms 
of divine worship; and that we cannot consent to any appropriation from either the 
casual or territorial revenue, for their support, either by money or lands. 


Measures to attract immigration and form settlements for the development of 
Agriculture, the fisheries and the lumber trade, will meet every encouragement on 
our part; but we cannot but view the granting of land in large quantities, either to 
individuals or Companies, as injurious in its tendencies both socially and politically. 
Therefore we would recommend that before any final settlement be made to Captain 
Stamp and his associates, the entire scheme be laid before the Assembly for its 
concurrence. 


In conclusion we will fervently hope that Your Excellency may be guided in 
your deliberations by that Wise & Almighty Being who alone knows what is best 
for our good and prosperity. 


Mr. Cooper seconded the Amendment. 
Mr. Crease did not agree entirely with either the Address or the Amendment. 
Mr. Cary spoke in favor of the Address. 


The Speaker put the motion that the words proposed to be left out do stand 
part of the question.

Mr. Waddington gave notice of a Motion that “Whereas this House has reason to 
believe that a gross attempt has been made to secure to Mr. Selim Franklin a 
seat in this House, in a manner highly derogatory to the purity, dignity and 
honor of this Honorable House, and altogether unbecoming; and that we have 
reason to believe that this attempt has been made through the request of Mr. 
Selim Franklin and through the connivance of Chief Justice Cameron, by 
administering and aiding in proffering an oath contrary to the form prescribed 
by the Statute, Resolved, that a Committee of five be appointed to institute a 
thorough examination into the manner in which the first oath was administered 
to Mr. Selim Franklin, and how the faulty form of oath was laid before him 
to take and subscribe; and that the Committee do report in full the facts to this 
House.” 


The House then adjourned until Wednesday the 7th inst. at 3 oclock P. M.

The House met at 3 oCk. P. M. pursuant to adjournment.

And immediately proceeded to wait upon His Excellency the Governor with 
the Address in reply to His Excellency’s Speech. 

The Members having returned the Speaker informed the House that His 
Excellency had received the Address & had been pleased to express his willing- 
ness to forward the views of the House when directed to the public good to 
the full extent of his power, & had signified his intention of communicating to 
Her Gracious Majesty the information of this, the loyal action of Her Majestys 
faithful commons of Vancouver Island. 


The Chairman of the Committee on disabilities then handed in the following report. 


That the only disabilities affecting the right of British subjects to sit, & vote 
in the House of Representatives of Vancouver Island & its dependencies are, their 
failure to take the oath of allegiance, otherwise of fidelity, as prescribed by Her 
Majestys order in Council, & the disabilities imposed by the Franchise Act 1859.”

In releasing you from the labors of the Session, I desire to express my satisfac- 
tion at the result of your deliberations. 

It is indeed impossible to review the many important measures which you have 
passed this session without feeling that you applied yourselves to the performance 
of your arduous duties with a degree of zeal and assiduity worthy of the highest 
praise. 

Those measures embrace almost every department of the public business. The 
Free Trade system, before initiated, has been confirmed, and become an essential 
part of our policy, you have also been careful in providing for the better administra- 
tion of criminal justice, the formation of roads, the improvement of the harbour of 
Victoria; the Registration of Titles to real estate, and other useful measures have 
been passed, which will no doubt tend to promote the permanent interests of the 
Colony. 

The interesting experiment of defraying the expenses of the Government by 
direct taxation so propitiously begun will I trust not disappoint the anticipation of the 
Legislature. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly 

I have to convey to you my warmest thanks for the supplies which you have 
granted for the services of the year, and for the execution of Public Works essential 
to the progress of the Colony. 

I sincerely hope that the blessing of Almighty God may rest upon our labors, 
and render them subservient to the substantial prosperity and well being of the 
Colony.

His Excellency the Governor, attended by Members of the Legislative Council, 
entered the House and addressed the Legislative bodies as follows. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and of the House of Assembly 


Since the close of the last session of Parliament, the Colony has enjoyed unin- 
terrupted tranquility, and though a large portion of the population have been in- 
duced to try their fortunes in the mines of British Columbia, causing by their 
absence a temporary stagnation of trade, there is every reason to believe from the 
rich and extensive discoveries of gold made in that Colony, that trade will soon re- 
vive, and the existing depression be succeeded by a season of greater prosperity. 

I am happy to think that there is nothing in the internal state of the Colony to 
excite disquietude, and that the changes lately effected in the land laws, whereby 
every settler is enabled to acquire land, and to make a homestead in the Colony 
without expense or delay, have given very general satisfaction, and will greatly 
promote the early settlement of the country. 

The dissensions at present existing in the United States give rise to feelings of 
profound anxiety and regret, and I hope, for the great interests of humanity, that 
those differences may be found capable of an amicable adjustment. Her Majesty’s 
Government, while tendering their good offices for the accommodation of those 
difficulties, have explicitly declared their intention of maintaining a strict neutrality, 
and taking no part in those disputes. 

I regret to inform you that the final settlement of the claims of the Hudson 
Bay Company against Her Majesty’s Government on account of the colonization 
of Vancouver Island, has not been yet effected; but the question continues under the 
consideration of the Privy Council. I have not failed, however, to represent to 
Her Majesty’s Government the inconvenience and delay attendant upon dealings in 
land in consequence of the legal estate being still in the Company, and I am assured 
that although the drawbacks are at present unavoidable, yet it is hoped that they 
will soon be at an end. I have at the same time to inform you that Her Majesty’s 
Government will enter into no final arrangement with the Company in regard to the 
disposal of the ground in the vicinity of Victoria until the Government of the Colony 
has been consulted. 

I have lately addressed Her Majesty’s Government on the subject of establish- 
ing a direct Postal Service with England; and in transmitting the memorial of the 
inhabitants of Victoria on the same subject, I have fully explained the difficulties 
under which we labor, and the unfortunate position in which the Colony is now 
placed in regard to its communications with the Mother Country, and I trust those 
representations will enlist the sympathies of Her Majesty’s Government, and induce 
them to give their favorable consideration to the subject. 


I have assured Her Majesty’s Government that every exertion will be made to 
have the Colony of Vancouver Island respectably represented at the Industrial Exhi- 
bition to be held in London, in 1862, a subject which I have no doubt will engage 
your early attention. 
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Gentlemen of the House of Assembly: 


I will cause the Estimates for the year to be submitted to you. They have been 
framed with a due regard to economy, and to the efficiency of the public service. 
The formation of a Volunteer Corps, and of a party intended for the exploration of 
Vancouver Island, will render necessary a temporary increase of expenditure; but I 
am persuaded you will cheerfully vote whatever sums you may find to be requisite 
for objects of such vital importance as the exploration and protection of the Colony. 

I have also to recommend that some pecuniary assistance should be granted in 
aid of the Fire Companies of this town, a body whose objects and actions are of the 
most laudable character, and whose heavy expenditure is almost entirely defrayed 
from their private resources. 

I would also press strongly on your attention the vital importance of encourag- 
ing settlement by the opening and improvement of main roads into the agricultural 
districts. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and of the House of Assembly: 


I have great satisfaction in informing you that I have received a communica- 
tion to which is affixed the signatures of upwards of two hundred gentlemen, who 
have offered to form themselves into a Volunteer Corps for the purpose of protecting 
property, and, in case of need, to assist in defending the integrity of Her Majesty’s 
dominions. You will, I am sure, share the satisfaction which I feel at this proof of 
their spirit and loyalty, and of their wise determination to adopt precautionary 
measures of self-defence, which are additional safeguards for the maintenance of 
peace. I have applied to Her Majesty’s Government for a supply of rifles to arm, 
without expense to the Colony, any Volunteer Companies that may be formed. 

At an early period a bill for the incorporation of the Town of Victoria will 
be laid before you for your consideration. Measures will be introduced to quiet 
titles derived through aliens, and to enable aliens to acquire, after a certain residence 
in the Colony, the privileges of British subjects; also to amend the present practice 
and pleadings of the civil courts and to accommodate the jury system to the ability 
of the Colony. A system of Bankruptcy Law will be submitted for your approval, 
and as great urgency exists for the passage of such a measure, I feel sure I need not 
recommend it to your earliest consideration. 

The trial of Indian prisoners before the ordinary tribunals, being found to 
involve considerable expense, without any compensating certainty in the result, a 
less expensive system, more adapted to the ends of justice, will be prepared and 
submitted to you. 

These and other measures will be brought under your notice as the progress of 
public business will permit, and I earnestly hope that your councils may be so guided 
as to insure the happiness and prosperity of the people of the Colony.

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A message from His Excellency approving of the Trades Licences’ Amendment 
Act; Extension of Limitation of Foreign Actions’ Act; Act to Prevent Swine 
and Goats from running at large, Bankruptcy Act, 1862, was read. 


PROROGATION. 


At the conclusion of the reading of the message, His Excellency addressed the 
two Houses as follows: 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, and Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly: 


I desire to convey to you my warmest acknowledgements for the great attention 
with which you have applied yourselves to the performance of your public duties 
during the session of Parliament now about to close. 

The important measures which you have passed, and which have been sanc- 
tioned since the meeting of the present Parliament, for the security and relief of 
aliens—for establishing direct steam communication with the port of San Fran- 
cisco, and for deepening and improving the harbor of Victoria—cannot fail to be 
conducive to the general welfare and to the substantial benefit of the Colony. You 
have also passed various measures of law reform, which, from their value and im- 
portance, demand special acknowledgement. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 

I thank you for the supplies which you have voted for the public service of the 
year 1861, and I assure you that in the expenditure of those supplies it will be found 
that the strictest regard has been paid to economy, and to the purposes for which 
you intended them. 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, and Gentlemen of the Legislative 

Assembly: 

I am happy to learn that the general interests of the Colony remain in a sound 
and satisfactory state, and that there is every reason to look forward with confidence 
to a prosperous future. 

I now prorogue this Parliament. 


At the conclusion of His Excellency’s Speech, Chief Justice Cameron pro- 
rogued the House till Tuesday, the 11th day of March.28

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MINUTES OF THE SECOND HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY 
OF VANCOUVER ISLAND—THIRD SESSION 


Wednesday, the 19th day of March, 1862 


Present: Mr. Speaker, The Attorney General, and Messrs. Ring, McDonald, 
Tolmie, Trimble, Burnaby, Southgate, Franklin. 


His Excellency the Governor attended by Members of the Legislative Council, and 
addressed the Legislative bodies as follows.?9 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, and Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly: 


There has been no material change in the condition of the Colony since the 
close of the last session. 

I am happy to inform you that the question which so lately assumed so serious 
an aspect as even to threaten an interruption of the amity existing between Her 
Majesty’s Government and the Government of the United States of North America, 
has been satisfactorily settled, and our friendly relations with that Power therefore 
remain unimpaired. 

Her Majesty’s Government has caused to be shipped from England for the use 
of the Volunteer Companies of this Colony, 500 stand of Rifles with ammunition. 
I shall therefore be enabled to arm, without expense to the Colony, the several 
Volunteer Companies who with characteristic spirit and loyalty have offered their 
services for the protection of property, and the defence of Her Majesty’s Dominions. 

I have, in accordance with the provisions of the “Victoria Harbour Act 1860,” 
appointed Commissioners to report upon the best means of improving Victoria Har- 
bour, and I will hereafter lay before you their Report on that subject. 

Agrarian disputes, endangering the public peace and safety, having occurred 
in Malahat District. I deemed it expedient, in order to remove the immediate 
cause of contention, to enter into arrangements with the natives for the satisfaction 
of their claims on the land, upon terms agreeable to them, and advantageous to the 
Colony. As an essential part of that arrangement, I propose that a portion of land 
shall be reserved and secured for their exclusive use and benefit—a measure which 
will remove almost the only cause likely to disturb the harmony existing between 
the settlers and the natives. 

Arrangements will, if found necessary, be also made for the settlement of the 
native claims in Cowichan District. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 


In the Estimates for the year, which will soon be laid before you, I have 
recommended a small pecuniary aid towards the equipment of the volunteer com- 
panies; and also a grant in aid of the fire companies of Victoria, who are put to 
much expense in providing for the discharge of their public duties. 

I have also proposed an increase in the ordinary grant for educational objects; 
and in the sums to be applied to the formation and improvement of roads. 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Council, and Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 


The geological formations of Vancouver Island, and the recent discoveries of 
copper ore in Barclay Sound and other places, having given rise to a high degree of 
confidence in the mineral resources of the Colony, I recommend you to consider 
whether it would be expedient to investigate the character and extent of those re- 
sources in different parts of the Colony. 

As it is evident that persons intending to settle on the waste lands of the Crown 
would desire mutual aid and support, and many other advantages, from acting in 
concert and combining together in the occupation of land, I propose that suitable

districts should be surveyed in different parts of the Colony, and roads therefrom 
opened to convenient points upon the coast from whence produce may be trans- 
ported by water; and as an attractive inducement to settlers, that they should be 
allowed the option of paying for their lands by their labor on the roads. Such a 
measure will, I conceive, have the effect of advancing the progress of the colony, 
and developing its agricultural and mineral resources. 

A bill for the incorporation of the town of Victoria will be again introduced, 
and I hope it will be passed at an early period of the session. 

A bill to reduce and regulate the fees payable in the Law Courts, and bills to 
facilitate the enjoyment of lands acquired under the provisions of the Proclamations 
of the 19th of February and 21st of March, 1861; to increase the number of Repre- 
sentatives for the Town of Victoria; and to raise a sum of money by loan secured 
on the General Revenue, to be applied to the formation of Roads, will be submitted 
for your consideration. 

A scheme for improving the harbor of Victoria, and other important measures, 
will also be laid before you as soon as the course of public business will permit. 


At the conclusion of the delivery of the Speech, Chief Justice Cameron 
announced that the third session of the second Parliament of Vancouver Island 
was now open, and his Excellency and Suite retired. 


ADDRESS OF CONDOLENCE. 


The Speaker read that portion of the Speech addressed to the House, when Mr. 


Franklin rose and called the attention of the honorable Members to a most 
unhappy event which had occurred in the untimely decease of the Prince 
Consort. The loss sustained by her Majesty and the Nation was great, and 
the mournful intelligence had been received in the remotest portions of the 
British Empire with much sorrow and sympathy. He would not enlarge on 
the subject, but would move that a committee of three be appointed to prepare 
an Address expressive of the condolence of the House with Her Majesty in 
the great affliction which had befallen her and the Nation. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Ring and passed, and Messrs. Franklin, 
Ring and Burnaby appointed as a committee to prepare the Address. 


Mr. Trimble moved that the House do now adjourn till to-morrow (Thursday) at 


3 o'clock, p. m.

Sir 
I have had under my consideration your Despatch No. 24, of the 25th March 
last, transmitting an Address from the House of Assembly of Vancouver Island, in 
which they pray for the assistance of Her Majesty’s Government in extinguishing 
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the Indian Title to the Public Lands in the Colony, and set forth the evils that may 
result from a neglect of this precaution. 

I am fully sensible of the great importance of purchasing without loss of time 
the Native title to the soil of Vancouver Island; but the requisition of the title is a 
purely Colonial Interest, and the Legislature must not entertain any expectation that 
the British Tax payer will be burthened to supply the funds, or British Credit 
pledged for the purpose. I would earnestly recommend therefore to the House of 
Assembly that they should enable you to procure the requisite means; but if they 
should not think proper to do so, Her Majesty’s Government cannot undertake to 
supply the money requisite for an object which, whilst it is essential to the interests 
of the people of Vancouver Island, is at the same time purely Colonial in its 
character, and trifling in the charge that it would entail.

tion with each other, and with Victoria. 

Measures are also in progress for improving the Harbour, a work which has 
been unavoidably delayed by financial arrangements.

I thank you for the supplies which you have granted for the service of the 
year, and for the purpose of carrying into effect the several objects of public utility 
which were set forth in the Estimates. 
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Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, and of the Legislative Assembly. 


I have to congratulate you on the thriving state of Trade, the increase of popu- 
lation, the growing value of fixed property, the large demand for agricultural prod- 
uce, the state of the public revenue and on the generally satisfactory condition of 
the Colony which I trust will with the blessing of God prosper.

Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and of the House of Assembly. 


The requirements of the Public Service have rendered it necessary to call you 
together at this time after an unusually brief respite from your legislative duties. 

The business which I have to press upon your attention is the consideration of 
the Estimates intended for the Service of the current year; and also of certain Acts 
for enabling companies, properly constituted, to acquire the land necessary for their 
operations. 


The importance of such measures in their present bearings on the employment 
of labour and on the prospective interests of the Colony, is so well known and so 
generally recognized that 1 feel assured no unnecessary delay will occur in their 
passage through the Legislature. 


Government will have to extend its fostering care to the recently formed Settle- 
ments at Cowichan and Comax, to provide for their protection and security, and 
to furnish such aid as may be deemed advisable for the secular and religious instruc- 
tion of the settlers in those Districts. 


It affords me great satisfaction to state that the returns received from the Land 
office shew that there is a rapidly increasing demand within the Colony for the ac- 
quisition of public land, the areas conveyed by sale, and occupied under the Pre- 
émption Act without purchase, for the year 1862, being about 90 per cent in excess 
of the quantities sold, and otherwise conveyed in 1861. 


I may also allude to the gratifying circumstance that a highly respectable 
English Association is about to form a Settlement at Quatseeno on the West Coast 
of Vancouver Island. They propose to open mines of coals, to establish Fisheries, 
to embark largely in the export of deals and ships spars and in other branches of 
Trade that promise remunerative Employment for Capital. I will make no com- 
ment on the character of an enterprize of such obvious importance to the progress 
of the Colony. I shall not fail to extend to it all the protection and encouragement 
in my power, and I trust it may prove completely successful, and fully realize the 
hopes of its spirited projectors. 


I will again call the attention of the Legislature to the great importance of 
providing for a Geological Survey of the Colony—a measure well calculated to 
develop its true interests and resources. The mountain ranges which now so un- 
profitably occupy a large portion of the Island are, with good reason supposed to 
abound in valuable minerals. When that fact is demonstrated by carefully con- 
ducted scientific explorations, a new era will dawn upon the Colony and sources of 
wealth will be laid open which must eventually place it at the summit of material 
prosperity. 

Assistance will be asked from the House for the purpose of carrying that 
object into effect; and also for encouraging the taking of Cod and other fish on the 
coasts of the Island; and as a means of stimulating trade and settlement, I shall pro- 
pose a small grant, to be employed in subsidizing a steam vessel to ply, at stated 
intervals, between Comax and Victoria, touching Cowichan, Salt Spring, Nanaimo, 
and the other intermediate settlements. 
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Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly. 

The Estimates for the year will shortly be laid before you, wherein I have pro- 
vided for the various services before alluded to, and for other services not herein 
specially noticed. 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and of the House of Assembly; 
A Bill to legalize the collection of small debts, and to reduce the costs, and 


modify the present procedure, will together with other measures, be introduced and 
submitted, in course of the Session, for your consideration.

Mr. Franklin gave notice that he will move tomorrow that the Executive be asked 
to obtain for the use of the House of Assembly The English Statutes, The 
Blue Books of British Columbia and such of The Laws of the Australian, New 
Zealand, Canadian, Nova Scotian and Prince Edwards Island Colonies and 
such other Books useful for reference as may be thought desirable. 

The House then adjourned till %4 to 2 tomorrow.

Present: Mr. Speaker, Drs. Tolmie, Trimble, Messrs. Southgate, Ring, Franklin, 
Cary, Burnaby, Cocker. 
The Minutes of the last meeting having been read and confirmed. 


Mr. Speaker read a Message from The Governor announcing His Excellency’s 
assent to the following Acts. 
The Stamp Act 1863. 
Victoria Incorporation Debentures Act 1863 and 
The Ports of Entry Act 1863. 


Mr. Franklin moved the following Resolution which was agreed to by the House. 

That His Excellency The Governor be respectfully requested to obtain for 

the use of The Legislative Assembly the English Statutes—the Blue Books of 

British Columbia—and such of the Laws of Australia, New Zealand, Canada, 

Nova Scotia, Prince Edward’s Island as may be thought necessary, and such 
other Books as may be deemed requisite as Books of reference. 


At 2.40 p. m. the Governor, attended by his suite and the members of the Legislative 
Council, entered the House, and, after the Bills of Supply for the ensuing year 
had been presented by the Speaker with the usual recommendation, delivered 
the following speech: 


Honorable Gentlemen and Gentlemen: 


It affords me great satisfaction to inform you that I have received a communi- 
cation from Her Majesty’s principal Secretary of State for the Colonies, signifying 
Her Majesty’s approval of the V. I. Road and Harbour Act, 1862, which author- 
izes the Governor to contract a loan not exceeding £40,000, for the purpose of 
constructing roads and improving Victoria Harbor. 

Her Majesty’s assent to this measure having removed the only obstacle to the 
progress of these important works, no time will be lost in their vigorous prosecu- 
tion. 

With that view, it is proposed to obtain a steam dredge, and to commence as 
soon as possible the work of excavating and deepening the harbor. 

I am happy to inform you that the colony is everywhere in a state of profound 
tranquility. The native Indian tribes continue to manifest the most friendly dispo- 
sition, and to express sentiments of the truest loyalty and attachment to Her 
Majesty’s Government. 
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As the powers of the Legislature will soon legally terminate, it is my intention 
to dissolve the present House and to issue writs for a new election. 

In releasing you from the labors of the Session, I desire to convey to you my 
sincere thanks for the zeal and attention with which you have applied yourselves 
to the discharge of your legislative duties. 

Many wise and useful laws have been passed since you were first assembled, 
and that period has been signalized in no common degree by the blessings of suc- 
cessful industry, prosperity, and abundance. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly 


I have also to thank you for the supply which you have granted for the service 
of the year. The money will be applied with due care and economy towards the 
ordinary expenses of the Government, and in carrying on the public works, which 
are so essential to the progress and prosperity of the Colony. 


The House was then declared by the Chief Justice prorogued until to- 
morrow. #6 





46 In keeping with the terms of the Franchise Act, 1859, which limited the duration of the 
House to three years from the date of its first meeting, Governor Douglas dissolved the House 
by Proclamation on 28 February 1863.
